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TAFT HEARS FROM ROOSEVELT 


Letter Probably Came on Same Steam- 
er with ex-President. 


WASHINGTON, June 19. — President 
Taft has received a letter from Theodore 
Roosevelt. It had an English postage 
stamp un it, and very likely came on the 
samne steamer with the ex-President. Men 
who saw Mr. Taft at the White House 
to-day came away and “in strictest con- 
fidence’’ told the secret to others who, 
of course, had to have discreet assistance 
in keeping it. So it became known all 
over town. At the White House all that 
could be learned was that such a letter 
had been received. 

Those who think they know what was 
in it say it was “merely a friendly re- 
ply to a friendly letter.’’ Mr. Taft's let- 
ter was sent so that it reached Col. Roose- 
velt just before he sailed from England. 
Both letters are said to be comparatively 
long and almost wholly of a personal 
character, largely, if not entirely, avoid- 
ing political and officlal questions: in 
short, just such letters as would natural- 
ly pass between two old friends. Those 
who really know what was in the let- 
ters will not tell.

STORM LOSS WORST 
AT THE NAYY YARD 


$100,000 Damage Done There 
by the Sinking of Travel- 
ing Crane Hercules. 








WORK ON FLORIDA DELAYED 


Forged Telegrams Add to the Troubles 
Death Roll Mounts to Fifteen 
Lives In and Near Town. 








Saturday’s storm, it appeared yesterday, 
when all the’ reports of its effect could 
be collected, cost fifteen lives, including 
that of Mrs. Pratt, who was struck by 
a falling circus pole. Its worst damage, 
however, was done at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, where the $250,000 traveling crane 
Hercules was driven from her moorings 
and sunk. The costly piece of floating 
naval machinery ts badly damaged, and 
her loss will greatly delay work on the 
new battleship Florida. 

Until the Hercules is raised and put Into 
proper condition, the heavy work on tne 
new dreadnought will be carried on by a 
smaller crane, from the Boston Navy 
Yard, but that cannot reach here for sev- 
eral days. This crane is of much smaller 
capacity than the Hercules, and the work 
will be hampered in consequence. 

Investigating Queer Telegrams, 

Meantime the Navy Department in 
Washington and Rear Admiral Leutze, 
Commandcnt of the New York Navy Yard, 
have begun a rigid investigation to find 
out who on Saturday night sent a tele- 
gram to Washington stating that it was 
the Florida that had gone aground in 
the storm, and another yesterday coun- 
termanding an order to the Commandant 
of the navy yard at Boston by Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Beekman Win- 
throp. 

After the storm on Saturday Admiral 
Leutze telegraphed the Navy Department 
of the wreck of the Hercules and asked 
that a crane be sent from the Boston 
yard that the work on the Florida might 
not be delayed. On receipt of this Assist- 
ant Secretary Winthrop telegraphed Capt. 
John C. Frémont, Commandant of the 
yard at Boston, to hurry a crane to New 
York. 

Soon after he received word that the 
crane would be started for New York 
Admiral Leutze received a telegram from 
Washington asking for an explanation 
of a message that it was the Florida and 
not the Hercules that had been wrecked. 

The Admiral was puzzled, and wired 
Secretary Winthrop repudiating the mcs- 
Sage and reaffirming that the Florida 
had not been damaged. 

Capt. Frémont started the crane for 
New York yesterday morning; and it 
was nearly out of the harbor when he 
got a telegram in which he was informed

COURSE PICKED OUT 
FOR AVIATION MEET 





Aero Club Leases a Large Tract 


from the Garden City Estates 


Co. near Present Course.

FINE TRACK TO BE LAID OUT 








Grandstand for 40,000 Persons Will 
Be Erected and a Fence 15 Feet 
High Will Be Bullt. 





A contract has been made between the 
Aero Club of America, as a member of 
the International Aeronautical Federa- 
tion, and the Garden City Estates Com- 
pany whereby the: Aero Club leased two 
square miles of the company’s land for 
the international aviation meet next Fall. 
The site selected is two miles long and 
one mile wide, just east of the aviation 
field that is at present being used at 
Garden City by Baldwin, Seymeur, Har- 
mon, and others. 

It is planned to erect a grandstand ¢a- 
pable of seating 409,000 persons on the 
north side of the international aviation 
field, and a board fence fifteen feet high 
will be erected on the four sides of the 
field. This will probably be the longest 
fenoe of its kind ever built, as it will 
measure slightly more than six miles in 
circumference when completed. 

The land inside the inclosure will be 
rolled and sodded, so as to make it as 
smooth as possible. An elliptical course 
that will be just six miles in length, as 
required under the International Federa- 
tion's rules, will be laid out, the turns being 
marked with posis fifteen feet high, from 
which flags will fly. Judges will be sta- 
tioned at every one of these standards to 
see that contestants do not cut corners 
in the speed and distance competitions. 
Way Cleared for Foreign Aviators. 

Because of the agreement entered into 
between the Wright Company and the 
Aero Club of America some time ago, 
under which the Aero Club recognized the 
“basic validity” of the Wright patents 
and stipulated that it would sanction only 
those aviation meets which took out a 
license from the Wrights under their 
patent, it has been expected that the 
international meet would draw some 
of the best aeronauts of Europe, as it 
would not be necessary for them as in-

Investigation Is Begun. 


Mr. Wirthrop at once wired Admiral 
Leutzo asking if he had notified Capt. 
Fremont the crane would not be needed. 
Admiral Leutze replied he had sent no 
such message, and Secretary Winthrop 
ordered Capt. Fremont again to start 
the crane for New York. 

Admiral Leutze said last night that both 
messages had been sent from the yard 
by some person familiar with official 
routine. A thorough investigation, he 
added, is under way, and everything will 
be done to discover the author of the 
false messages, who will be prosecuted. 

Secretary of the Nevy George von lL. 
Meyer, who had come to New York to 
welcome Col. Roosevelt officially in be- 
half of President Taft, heard of the dam- 
age to the Hercules soon after the storm: 
had passed, and he went early yesterday 
morning to the navy yard. 

Secretary Meyer was met at the yard 
by Rear Admiral EE. H. C. Leutze, com- 
mandant of the yard, and Capt. William 
J. Baxtar, U. S. N., who is in charge of 
the construction of the Florida. A care- 
ful inspection of the wreck of the Her- 
cules was made and it was estimated that 
the damage to the crane may reach $100,- 
000. The crane is more than half sub- 
merged, and it will require probably a 
week to raise her and many more weeks, 
it is said, to repair the damage. 

Wreckers began work at once to raise 
the Hercules and had the hoisting chains 
in place by nightfall. The job of getting 
the heavy mass of steel above water will 
start this morning early. As soon as 
raised the Hercules will be towed to one 
of the unused dry docks, where the work 
of repairing her will be done. It was 
said Secretary Meyer will immediately 
ask Congress for an emergency appro- 
priation to meet the expense that will be 
incurred in raising and repairing the 
crane. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Beekman Winthrop will put this. morning 
the matter before Senator Hale, Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs. 

The Navy Department is anxious that 
the Florida shall be completed on time 
to have her ready soon after the com- 
pletion of the battleship Utah, her sister 
ship, work on which is being rushed in 


Only the prompt work of twg navy 
yard tugs saved the Atlantic fleet tender 
Yankton from being damaged, if not 
wrecked, when the Hercules went adrift. 
The great crane was moving swiftly to- 
ward the Yankton when the tugs, re- 


gardless of the storm, towed the Yank- 
ton out of her path. 

Three thirty-ton armor plates intended 
for the Florida went down on the Her- 
cules. The plates were found buried in 
several feet of mud by divers. They will 
ke raised to-day.

With the decision 
last week of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appea!s in the Wright-Curtiss 
and the Wright-Paulhan injunction pro- 
ceedings in favor of the defendants, it 
is believed that the last bar has been 
reinoved to the competition by foreign avi- 
ators for the $100,000 in prizes offered. 

The wrandstand and fence will alone 
cost upward of $25,000, even if built of 
the flimsiest material.

In the shed of the Aeronautical Society 
there are now eight ar in process 
of construction, some of them all ready 
for flying except for slight adjustments, 
others awaiting their power plants, and a 
third class needing both the addition of 
their surfaces and their motors. Just 
south of the shed its a large tent in which 
a Curtiss biplane is being bulit, and it is 
so nearly finished that it will probably 
get its first trial to-morrow, 

Half a mile to the south are the sheds 
which Harmon, Fairchild, and Harkness 
have erected... Harmon is flying a Far- 
man biplane, such as Paulhan uses. Fair- 
child is awaiting a new motor for his 
bicycle steel framework monoplane that 
he designed himself. Harkness, said by 
Latham to be the best pupil Paulhan 
has instructed, is assembling two An- 
toinette monoplanes only a few yards 
away. In two large tents near by are 
the biplanes which Baldwin and young 
Wilcox, the Columbia student, have con- 
structed. Baldwin’s machine has been 
thoroughly tested, and in so far as pro- 
relling power is concerned, found want- 
ing; but a new eight-cylinder motor of, 
fifty horse power is now on the way to 
Yarden City for his machine. Wilcox’s 
aeroplane is a counterpart of the Farman 
biplane, and has been tried but once. 
This trial developed a flaw in one of the 
eight cylinders of the engine, and a new 
one will be put in sometime this week. 


Spectators Disappointed at Flights. 

Fifteen thousand people, half of whom 
arrived in automobiles, visited the Gar- 
den City aviation field yesterday after- 
noon in the hope of seeing some sensa- 


tional flying. But although the wind 
conditions were as perfect as could be 
wished, both Harmon and Seymour, the 
only aviators to go up, had so much 
trouble of one sort or another that they 
desisted after short flights. 

It required more than twenty minutes 
to coax the gnome engine of Harmon's 
machine to take the spark, and the ama- 
teur aeronaut’s mechanics relieved one 
another in rapid relays in the enervating 
work. Then, when the motor was finally 
teased into sputtering and crackling, Har- 
mon was bothered by the crowd, which 
s0 invaded the field, regardless of the 
danger, that flying became dang¢rous. 
Harmon made his first jump at 6 o’clock, 
but he came down in nineteen seconds, 
having found his engine to be still.on 
strike. Half an hour later he again got 
under way, but one minute and forty-five 
seconds sufficed to show him that the 
engine could not be depended on. 

eymour had similar bad luck, and he 
made. three ascents varying in length 
from one minute to three minutes.

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KNOX PROMISES TAFT 
TO STAY IN CABINET 


Assured of the.President’s Com- 
plete Confidence, He Declines 





to Run for Governor. 





PENROSE SHOWED ANXIBTY 





Besought Mr. Taft to Prevent His 
Plans from Being Upset by the 
Use of Knox’s Name.

WASHINGTON, June 19. — Secretary 
Knox will not aecept the Republican 
nomination for the Governorship of Penn- 
Sylvania. He announced his position this 
afternoon in a statement in which he says 
he is acting on the ‘earnest wish” of 
President Taft that he shall remain at 
the head of the State Department. The 
statement says: 


The President having expressed to me this 
morning his earnest wish that I should re- 
main at'my present post, I am constrained 
to decline to allow my name to be pre- 
sented as a candidate for Governor of Penn- 
Sylvania at the forthcoming Republican 
convention. 

But for this I would have deemed it my 
duty to have accepted the nomination if 
it had come to me as the general choice 
of the party. 

I appreciate the expressions of confidence 
and assurances of support I have already 
received, and I hope and am sure the con- 
vention will be able to find a candidate 
who will merit the full support of the party 
at this particularily important time. 

In my judgment there is no more fruit- 
ful field for high publile service at. this 
period than in the States, whose proper 
powers and relations should be appreciated, 
exercised, and preserved for the general 
good of the whole country. 

Thus the situation in Pennsylvania, 
which mas rapidly becoming decidediy 
complicated for the Penrose machine, is 
simplified greatly, and there is little doubt 
here that Representative Tener, the or- 
ganization choice, will be nominated. 

President Taft is happy at the prospect 
of retaining Mr. Knox in the Cabinet, 
Senator Penrose is relieved and reas- 
sured as to the supremacy of the organ- 
ization, with its handy slatemaking ca- 
pacity, and Mr. Knox remains at a post 
where he has the opportunity of win- 
ning great distinction with a strong and 
public expression of the goenfidence of 
his Chief, the President. The faithful 
organization Republicans of Pennsylvania 
are expected to walk up to the polls and 
elect the machine man, as usual, and only 
Mayor Magee of Pittsburg is disappoint- 
ed in his failure to wrest the Aliegheny 
leadership from Senator Oliver. 

The statement of Secretary Knox was 
issued after he had had a long confer- 
ence with the President at the White 
House. Mr. Taft is extremely desirous 
of having the party make a good showing 
in Pennsylvania next Fall, especially im 
the Congressional elections. He _ feels 
that there are several districts now held 
by Democrats which should be reclaimed, 
particularly the Fifteenth, and he hates 
to contemplate the possibility that there 
might be any loss of districts now_ Re- 
publican. He feels that a strong State 
ticket would help out the Congressional! 
candidates, and he recognized that it 
would be a good thing for the party to 
have Mr. Knox head the State ticket, 

At the same time, he wants to keep the 
Secretary right where he is. There is @ 
good deal of extremely important busi- 
nesg before the State Department, espe- 
cially regarding Ear TIastern and South 
American affairs. Mr. Knox has handled 
these matters to the entire satisfaction 
of the President, who has complete confi- 
dence in his ability to carry them through 
successfully. 

It was also recognized among observers 
here, whether President Taft thought that 
way or not, that the retirement of the 
Secretary at this juncture, even to ac- 
eept the Gubernatorial nomination in 
Pennsylvania, would be received as a 
confirmation of reports circulated in 
Washington for some time to the effect 
that Mr. Knox had not found his place 
in the Administration comforfable and 
would be glad to get out if a proper oOp- 
portunity offered. 

The President sent for Senator Penrose 
yesterday and discussed the Pennsylva- 
nia situation, It quite fell in with the 
Senator’s ideas to have the President in- 
sist that the Secretary should not be 
taken away from the Cabinet, When the 
Knox Gubernatorial boom was £ first 
sprung it provoked only derisive smiles 
from the organization men here, although 
the Congressmen, so far as they were 
willing to talk about it, greeted it with 
pleasure, for they saw that the Secre- 
tary’s candidacy would be popular and 
would help them a lot in their fights. 
When the reports began to come from 
the western end of the State of the ac- 
tion of the county delegations or commit- 
tees in indorsing the Knox movement, 
even the machine men commenced to 
look at it more seriously. 

Mr. Penrose had scented trouble for the 
machine from the first. He had it all 
arranged to name Representative Tener 
and the machine men hoped that the for- 
mal announcement of his candidacy, 
which Mr. Tener made on Friday evening, 
would check the Knox movement. When 
it did not have that effect Mr. Penrose 
saw that something had to be done. His 
chief hope lay in the desire of President 
Taft to keep the Secretary in the Cabinet 
and he appealed strongly to Mr. Taft 
vesterday to exert himself to that end. 
His reasons were utterly different from 
those that actuated the President, al- 
though their desires coincided, 

At the conference to-day the President 
made it thoroughly clear to the Secretary 
that he was in earnest in expressing the 
wish that Mr. Khox should remain in the 
State Department. Under the circum- 
stances there was nothing Mr. Knox could 
do but agree to remain. 


PITTSBURG, June 19. — Information 
from Washington that Secretary P. C. 
Knox had declined to become a candi- 
date for Governor of Pennsylvania, was 
a wet blanket over political Pittsburg to- 
day. There had been prospects of one 
of the most complete upheavals in the 
history of Pennsyivania politics until the 
announcement was made. While Mayor 
Magee of Pittsburg to-night issued a very 
mild statement of regret, his friends were 
outspoken in their belief that Senators 
Penrose and Oliver had made personal 
requests to President Taft to keep Mr. 
Knox out of the situation, and succeeded 
in their plan.

WOMAN’S EXCITING ASCENT. 


Lightning, Thunder, and Wind Make 
Things Interesting for Her.

ST. LOUIS, June 19.—With lightning 
dazzling her eyes and thunder roaring in 
her ears, Miss Julia Hoerner, the St. 
Louis aeronaut, to-day carried out her 
determination to pilot a balloon. 

After half an hour, during which she 
ran great risk, she told her aid, Capt. 
John Berry, to assist her in descending. 
This proved a difficult matter. 

The wind, which had risen shortly 
efter the ascension, caught the aeronauts 
when they started down from an altitude 
of about 1,500 feet and swept the bailoon 
westward at great speed.

The suggestion has been made, based on 
a recent report that a hole was found in 


the side of the dock, that the Dewey may 
be practically rusted away, although she 
has been but four years in tropical wa- 
ters. Another suggestion is that the hole 
was caused by purely local corrosion, 
owing to electrolisis, which, of course, 
would minimize the damage.

But Youth Dies Despite Sweetheart’s

Robert Carlfen, 20 years old, a clerk liv- 
ing at 123 East Seventy-third Street, Man- 
hattan, was drowned while swimming in 
Gravesend Bay at the foot of Bay Thirty- 
ninth Street, Ulmer Park, Coney Island, 
yesterday afternoon.

Some of the Governments which ree 
ceived his protest have asked for infor’ 
mation from Washington upon which te 
base their replies, and there has beem 
an exchange of telegrams between Presie 
dent Diaz of Mexico and President Taft. 

President Diaz, it is explained, merely 
asked for information, and President 
Taft, replying in a cordial manner, sent 
to the Government at Mexico. City the 
same statement which Consul Olivares 
has been directed to hand to Madriz. 

Secretary Knox decided that the Madrigz 
protest required the special notice of 
this Government, because the allegations 
made were evidently founded on error as 
to the actual facts and the principles of 
international law applicable in the case. 

“A reply was demanded,’ an official 
statement issued to-day says, ‘* because 
the United States would hesitate to allow 
to pass. unchallenged a statement from 
any source which might tend, in howe 
ever slight a degree, to place its policy in 
a false light.”’ 

The statement which Consul! Olivares 
has been instructed to pass on to Madriz, 
anc which in accordance with Secretary 
Knox’s policy of keeping both factions in- 
formed of this Government’s attitude, 
has also been sent to the Estrada face 
tion, is as folluws: 

“The policy of the United States re- 
mains as set forth in the Secretary of 
State’s letter of Dec. 1, 1909, to Mr. Rod- 
riguez, then Chargé d’Affaires, whereby 
relations with the Zelaya Government 
were broken off. That lictter and state- 
ments of the consistent applications of 
the same policy to conditions as they 
arose were duly published. 

‘As to the statements made in the telee 
cram ot Dr. Madriz to the President, the 
Government of the United States took 
only the customary step of prohibiting 
bombardment or fighting by either fac- 
tion within the unfortified and ungarri« 
soned commercial sity of Bluefields, thus 
protecting the preponderating American 
and other foreign interests just as the 
British commander had done at Grey- 
town where there are large British intere 
ests.

IN SACHS MURDER

Giuseppe Grattano, in Whose 
Butcher Shop Jeweler Was 
_Last Seen, Has Disappeared. 








CAROLLO’S RECORD BAD 





Detectives Find Member of Lupo Gang 
Now Under Arrest Urged Murdered 
Man to Visit His Home. 





A dozen detectives searched the east 
Side yesterday and brought to light sev- 
eral new clues which tended to connect at 
least one of the three Italians now under 
arrest with the murder of Moses Sachs, 
the aged jeweler whose body was found 
Saturday morning squeezed in a trunk 
that had been left in the hallway of an 
Italian tenement at 51 Goerck Street the 
afternoon before. Other clues were dis- 
covered indicating that one or more men 
now at liberty were also concerned in the 
crime, No new arrests were made, and 
the police admitted that they were far 
from a full solution of the case. 

Detectives Digilio and Cavone of the 
Italian Detective Bureau took Frederico 
Piedzurro of 617 East Sixteenth Street, 
Pietro Carollo of the same address, and 


Pietro Lombardi, who keeps a grocery 
store at 178 Chrystie Street, before Mag- 
istrate Cornell in the Essex Market Court 
yesterday. The men were charged with 
xeing implicated in the murder. None of 


‘them would make a statement, and they 


were held without bail for examination on 
Tuesday. ’ 

When Piedzurro, who was identified by 
Detective Cavone as being one of the few 
reinaining members of the Lupo gang, 
whose activities included the famous bar- 
rel murder and many Black Hand and 
kidnapping cases, was searched after his 
arrest Saturday afternon three rings were 
found in his pockets. Capt. Carey of the 
Homicide Bureau had hoped he would be 
able to establish that the jewelry be- 
longed to the murdered man, who made a 
living selling jewelry throughout the east 
side, principally to Italianss He was dis- 
appointed in this, for after showing the 
rings to several wholesale jewelers who 
supplied Sachs, none could identify them. 
Thev all thought that the rings were of 
a cheaper grade than the kind Sachs 
sold. Piedzgurro made no attempt to ex- 
plain how he came into possession of the 
rings. Hestook his arrest stolidly, and 


4 would say nothing beyond declaring over 


and over again that he did not kill the 
jeweler, 


Prisoners Won't Discuss Crime. 


Carollo, also a metmber of the Lupo 
ging, whose recerd at Police Headquar- 
ters shows that he was suspected of be- 
ing cconecrned in several Black Hand 
crimes, appeared to he equally indifferent 
regarding his arrest. Lombardi, follow- 
ng the example of his associates, re- 
fused to tell the detectives anything more 
about himself than they learned on Sat- 
urday. It was to Lomuibardi’s grocery 
store in Chrystie Street. which is about 
half a mile from where the body of 
Moses Sachs was found, that the latter 
went with his cousin, Benjamin Lieben- 
thal, to sell a pair of earrings about noon 
on Friday. Carollo was in the store at 
the time, and the detectives learned yes- 
terday that Carollo tried to induce Sachs 
te go to his home at 617 East Sixteenth 
Street in order to show his wife some 
jewelry. Sachs refused io go, on the 
cround that he had to visit several other 
places, including the butcher shop kept 
by Giuseppi Grattano at 220 Kast Twenty- 
ninth Street, and return home by 8 o'clock 
in order to attend Sabbath services. Ca- 
roile, according to the police, seemed to 
be extremely anxious to get the jeweler 
to go to the Bixtecnth Street house. 

Carollo when first questioned said he 
visited the store of Lombardi in order to 
sell the latter cheese and o%l. He said 
he usually made one trip there a week, 
but the detectives discovered that he had 
visited the Chrystie Street place several 
times in the last week, and was there 
both Friday and Saturday. It was in the 
j.ommbardi store that he was arrested on 
Saturday afternoon. 

Following up another clue, detectives 
yesterday tried hard to find Giusseppi 
Grattano, proprietor of the Twenty-ninth 
Street butcher shop. When Sachs left 
his cousin Lieventhal, after returning 
from Lombardi’s grocery and getting 
nis jewelry case, which he had left at 
Rothmann’s jeweitry store at 19 Rivington 
Street, he said he was going directly to 
see Grattano. He left Lombardi's store, 
so far as the detectives can determine, at 
12:15 o’clock Friday afternoon. When the 
detectives questioned Grattano on Satur- 
day he admitted that the murdered man 
had called vpon. him Friday afternoon, 
and he fixed the time between 12 and 1 
o'clock. 

It was between 2 and 3 o'clock of the 
same afternoon that two men carried the 
trunk containing the dead body of Sachs 
into the- Goerck Street tenement. <Ac- 
cepting Grattano's statement that Sachs 
had left there as late even as 1 o'clock, 
according to the detectives he must have 
been lured into a room somewhere nearby, 
murdered, the body tnrust into the trunk, 
and finally carted to the place where it 
was found, all within two hours at the 
most. Between 5 and 6 o'clock Friday 
afternoon Grattano went to the jewelry 
store kept by the dead man’s sons, Harry 
and Abraham, at 1,936 Third Avenue, and 
showed them an order signed by theix 
father directing them to put a diamona 
into a 14-carat setting. 

While he was still in the store Mrs. 
Lieba Sachs, the boys’ mother, called up 
on the telephone and asked where their 
father was. They turned to Grattano 
with the same question and he said that 
Sachs had left his store some time be- 
fore 1 o’clock, sAying he was going to 
call upon a wholesale butcher in Thirty- 
first Street. He never called upon this 
man, so far as the police could learn, and, 
in fact, was never seen alive after he left 
Grattano’s store. 


Butcher Grattano Disappears. 
There were several things the detect- 
Ives wanted to clear up regarding Grat- 
tano, but when they went to the store 
vesterday it was closed and the proprie- 


tor was nowhere to be found. While de- 
tectives were working in this part of the 
city, others sought clues elsewhere. After 
questioning a number of people in the 
neighborhood of the Goerck Street house 
they found one woman who said she saw 
a covered vagon standing at Goerck and 
Delancey Streets, under the shadow of the 
Williamsburg Bridge, about the time the 
men deposited the trunk in the hallway. 
This woman told the detectives that the 
horse attached to the wagon was a bay 
one. Neither Grattano nor Lombardi 
has a horse, so far as the police could es- 
tablish. 

Another clue th@ police worked dill- 
gently on was the manufacturer or seller 
of the trunk in which the body was found, 
There are several manufacturers of cheap 
trunks in the city, but each manufacturer 
has a distinguishing mark by which he is 
able to identify his product. The princi- 
pal mark is the narrow band of tin en- 
circling the lid. Some use brown and 
green strips, and a few use black. There 
was a black strip on the trunk containing 
the body. The Raflowitz Brothers of 150 
East Broadway use the black strip on the 
trunks they manufacture, but when Mr. 
Raflowitz went to Police Headquarters 
and looked over the trunk he said it was 
not the kind his firm turned out. 

M. Mandilli is an Italian dealer in 
trunks, with a store at Mott and Hester 
Streets. He keeps a stock exactly similar 
to the kind used to stow away the ped- 
dier’s body, but he said yesterday that 
he had not sold one of that kind for 
several week®& As Capt. Carey was leav- 
ing Headquarters yesterday he saw two 
Italians carrying a trunk which was an 
exact duplicate of the one used by the 
murderers. The Captain ordered the po- 
liceman on post to chase the Italians. 
He overtook them at Grand Street and 
Broadway and made them open the trunk. 
There was nothing inside. They said 
they purchased the trunk from Mandilli. 

The funeral of the dead jeweler was 
held yesterday from his home, 24 Hast 
Ninety-ninth Street. The body was taken 
to the Beth Handreth Hagodel Syna- 
gogue, at 64 Norfolk Street, which the 
murdered man had attended early Friday 
morning and from which he went on his 
last round to his customers. There were

I know the police do 
a great many queer things, but this pro- 
ceeding is the most ridiculous that has 
ever come to my knowledge,”’ said Magis- 
trate O’Retlly in the Manhattan Avenue 
Court, Williamsburg, yesterday, when 
Michael Sangeleist, an ice dealer at 
Bleecker Street and Knickerbocker Ave- 
nue, was arraigned for violating the Sun- 
day law in having sold a piece of ice to 
a family in a house at 377 Bleecker Street. 
Policeman Thomas Griffin of the Ham- 
burg Avenue Station made the arrest. 
This was what Sangeleist said in court: 

“Your houor, word came to me that 
several children were ill in the house at 
87T Bleecker Street, and that the doctor 
had given orders to get ice immediately, 
I drove right down there and went in with 
the ice. When I came out I was ar- 
rested."' 

Griffin admitted the truth of the ice 
deaier’s story, and added that his Cap- 
tain had got orders from Police Head- 
quarters to arrest all ice dealers for vio- 
lating the Sunday law. 

‘‘I don’t believe anything of the kind,” 
caid the Magistrate. ‘‘I don’t believe 
your Captain ever got sych orders from 
Headquarters. Here were children, per- 
haps dying, and needed ice to save them. 
The arrest is ridiculous. Ice is a neces- 
sitv in this kind of weather, whether it 
is Sunday or not. Why don't your Cap- 
tain send you after the rowdles or ex- 
cise violators? This is the limit, and it 
is about time it is stopped. I don’t see 





Pwhere any harm can come from deliver- 


ing ice on Sunday. This man is dis- 


charged.”’ 
LIVES LOST IN MINES, 2,805. 


Figures for Last Calendar Year Ex- 
ceeded Only In 1907. 
Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, June 19,—The statistics 
of coal mining casualties in the United 
States, compiled by the Geological Sur- 
vey for the calendar year 1909, show an 
apparent falling off in fatalities during 
the year, but since the special bulletin 
on the subject, made pybliic to-day, 
states that no account {ts ‘taken of the 
year’s greatest disaster, that at Cherry, 
Ill., in November last, the facts are that 
1909 was exceeded only by 1907 as one 
of heavy catastrophes. The report ex- 
plains that the toll of the Cherry Mine 
disaster is not counted in with the year's 
figures because it will not be reported 
by the Illinois officials until the close of 
the fiscal year in June. 

The Government depends for its infor- 
mation in all but four States on the re- 
ports of the local officials, and although 
last year four more States—Georgia, Ore- 
gon, Texas, and Virginia—were added 
to the figures through reports received 
from the operators, the returns are still 
far from complete, a situation which 
will be relieved, the report points out, 
when the newly established Bureay of 
Mines is completely organized. 

Last year, leaving out the Cherry Mine 
disaster, in which 893 miners and res- 
cuers were burned to death or suffocated, 
there were 2,412 deaths from coal mine 
accidents, against 2,450 in 1908 and 38,125 
in 1907, the most disastrous year in min- 
ing history In this country. This disaster 
brings the total of fatalities In 1909 un to 
2,805. 

In making comparison with previous 
years, however, the Government officials 
point out that in the four States not pre- 
viously reporting last year’s fatalities 
numbered 54. 

The list of injured In last year’s mining 
operations makes a new record, the total 
of 7,979 reported being an inerease of 
1,200 over 1908, which in its turn exceeded 
1907 in non-fatal injurtes by 1,400. Much 
of the increase in the lists of injured {fs 
more apparent than real, and is due, the 
report says, to the increased number of 


States included in the figures. In. 1907, 
for instance, there were only seventeen 
States reporting, while in 1900 there were 
twenty-six. 

The one actual improvement shown in 
the report is the decrease of accidents in 
the anthracite mines of Pennsylvania, 
where 1,034 men were injured in 1909, 
against 1,170 in 1908 and 1,368 in 1907. 
Accidents that were not fatal increased 
in the bituminous fields from 2,947 in 1907 
to 5,602 in 1908 and 6,945 in 1909, 

The chief causes of accidents, the re- 
port states, are not gas and dust explo- 
sions, aS is popularly supposed, but falls 
of coal, due chiefly to careless blasting 
or insufficiently supported roofs, and pre- 
mature explosions. Only 14 per cent. of 
the deaths and 5 per cent. of the injuries 
reported last year were due to explosions 
of dust or gas.

SIBLEY SPENT $40,000 


Te be Nominated for Congress by a 
Plurality of 689.

FRANKLIN, Penn., June 19.—Joseph C, 
Sibley paid $40,698.83 to win the Repub- 
lican nomination for Congress, according 
to his own sworn statement. He received 
10,466 votes, which makes the average 
per vote a little less than $4. Mr. Sibley 
carried the district over Nelson P, Wheel- 
er, the incumbent, by 689 votes, 

Most of the money was spent in Venan- 
go County. More than $4,000 was paid out 
for the dissemination of information, 
$1,000 for the transportation of voters 
to the polls, and $180 for watchers. The 
other counties were liberally provided for, 
however.

SAYS HAMBURGER 


THREATENED SUICIDE 





Lawyer Declares Man Found 
Dead in “‘ Samri” Ellis’s House 
Came of Hungarian Family.

HIS FATHER CAST HIM OFF 








Police Find Ellls Grew Suspicious of 
Hamburger After Sending Him to 
Settle with Woman Client. 





New evidence regarding tne past of 
Paul Hamburger, door attendant of 
“Samri’’ Eliis’s mystic healing establish- 
ment, who was found shot to death there 
on Friday, came to light yesterday. Someof 
it tended to support and some of it to con- 
trovert the original theory that he com- 
mitted suicide. Mrs. C. Minchenberg, 
whom the dead door attendant tola 
all about his relations with Ellis, de- 
scribed in detail the contents of the “‘little 
black book,” in which Hamburger had 
noted down the names of his employer's 
patrons and facts concerning Ellis’s ‘‘Blue 
Ridge” mining plan. 

Mrs. Minchenberg sai4 that the night 
before he was shot Hamburger had 
Showed her this book and had reiterated 
his fears that the ‘“‘ mystic healer” would 
harm him “ because he knew too much.” 
A strong witness in Ellis’s favor also 
caine forward in the person of Charles 
Fochler, a specialist in international law, 
with offices in Times Square. Mr. Foch- 
ler said that Paul Hamburger was the 
son of Joseph Hamburger, a wealthy 
clothing dealer with a large store on the 
Schottenrink, in Vienna, Austria. Mr. 
Fochler said that young Hamburger was 
a graduate of the Vienna Academy of 
Commerce, and a cadet in the military re- 
serve of the Austrian Army. Mr. Foch- 
ler said that Hamburger’s family had cast 
him off as a hopetess spendthrift, that 
they had sent -him to this country in 
May, 1909, in order to get rid of him, and 


that he had frequently threatened to com- 
mit suicide. 


Hamburger Exiled by Family. 


“I met young Hamburger through my 
wife,"’ said Mr, Fochler. “She took a 
steamer at Trieste to join me in this 
country in May, 1909. Young Hamburger 
was on the steamer, and introduced him- 
self to her. We both knew about his 
father because of the latter’s business 
prominence in Vienna. We had also heard 
about the son. He was an only son, and 
had received a good education. Because 
he was a graduate of the Vienna Acad- 
emy of Commerce he was only obliged to 
do one year's service in the Austrian 
Army before becoming an officer. He 
became a cadet in the Fifteenth Regi- 
ment of the Austrian Field Artillery. He 
was put on the reserve list. 

“He told my wife on the steamer that 
he had been spending a lot of his father’s 
money—I think $60,000 was the amount 
he named—and that his family were send- 


sense. When the steamer reached this 
city we saw nothing of him for three 
weeks. Then he began calling. He was 
always saying that his father would send 
him money. But one day he turned up 


and said he had lost a job which he held 
at $12 a week behind a counter in a shirt 
store. We took care of him for a month. 
We wrote te his father, but the father 
never answered. We took it for granted 
that his family had cast him off. We 
asked him to leave, finally, and have not 
seen him since." 

Mr. Fochler said that Hamburger had 
a married sister in Vienna and an uncle 
in this city who was in the habit of giv- 
ing him a few dollars every week. Mr. 
Fochler said that he at one time wrote 
thus to Hamburger’s father in Vienn:u: 

‘If you do not take your son back into 
hgh ne he will end either a suicide or 
n ja . 98 

But the young man’s family in Vienna 
stayed obdurate. When Mr. Fochler 
saw that young Hamburger had been 
killed by a pistol bullet he immediately 
remembered, according to his statement 
last night, that Hamburger had often 
threatened to kill himself if his father dig 
not become reconciled to him. Mr. Foch- 
ler telephoned to M. Harold Hochdortr 
that he was willing to go on the stand at 
the ps eo and tell of young Hamburg- 
er’s suicide threats. 

In spite of Mr. Fochler’s story, Coro- 
ner Hoitzhauser held to the theory yes- 
terday that the young door attendant of 
the West Forty-fifth Street mystic heal- 
ing establishment was shot by some in- 
mate of the establishment “ because he 
knew too much.’”’ 


Discard Suicide Theory. 


Coroner Holtzhauser pointed out again 
yesterday that it was impossible for Ham- 
burger to have shot himself without leav- 
ing any powder marks on his clothes or 


around the wound. If Hamburger had 
turned the revolver on himself, the 
weapon's ‘kick,’’ the Coroner repeated 
yesterday, would have caused the bullet 
to pass through the body diagonally up- 
ward, and not horizontally.

About six weeks ago, it was learned yes- 
terday, a governess who is employed in 
this cfty complained to District Attorney 
Whitman that Ellis had borrowed $100 
from her and had refused to pay it back. 

‘I went to him for advice, after seeing 
his advertisement in a newspaper,’’ she 
told the District Attorney. “‘He did a 
number of clever and inexplicable things, 
like telling me my name by pressing an 
envelope containing my card against his 
forehead. He told me a lot of things 
that were going to happen... I got in the 
habit of going to him, and trusted him. 
He finally asked me to loan him $100, 
and I consented to do it. After a month 
or two passed, his prophecies did not come 
true, and I became sure that his promise 
to return my money would not come true, 
either.”’ 

On the governess’s complaint District 
Attorney Whitman sent word to Ellis 
that he would have to pay the woman 
back her money.

GANG TERRORIZES HOSPITAL. 


Invades Mt. Sinai After Attacking Peo- 
ple in Fifth Avenue. 


Part of a gang of roughs invaded Mount 
Sinai Hospital at 100th Street and Fifth 
Avenue, last night, after they had at- 
tacked men and women in the neighbor- 
hood, injuring several. 





4+ While the roughs were fighting, or run- 


ning throuzh the lower hall of the hos- 
pital, David Gross of 314. East 100th 
Street, who had been pulled from a pass- 
ing north-bound Madison Avenue car by 
others in the gang, was lying unconscious 
in the street. The roughs, about tweniy 
in number, had been driven out of Central 
Perk by the police and outside the Park 
wall they iad renewed their insults to 
men and women. ; 

Although they ran about Fifth Avenue 
and other streets in the vicinity of the 
hospital for nearly half an hour and in 
that time slapped women and attacked 
men, not a single policeman appeared to 
put an end ‘to their brutality. 

About the time the roughs forced their 
way into Mount Sinai Hospital and fright- 
ened a number of patients, others of the 
gang attacked John Shelley, a_ school 
teacher of 69 East 11ith Street. Shelley 
received a cut upon the forehead and left 
wrist. Bennett Epstein of 255 Broome 
Street was also attacked and struck upon 
the neck with a broken bottle. 

The telephone operator at the hospital 
sent word to the East 104th Street Station 
and the reserves were hurried over, but 
before they arrived every member of the 
gang made good his escape. 

Gross was carried into the hospital by 
some men. and it was then discovered 
that his skull had been fractured. The 
other injured men were treated by the 
surgeons. 

The police assert that a number of men 
turned on the gang in front of the Mount 
Sinai Hospital and that the toughs were 
foreed into the hallway of the institu- 
tion. While the excitement lasted, nurses 
were kept busy quieting the patients. 

As the gang fled from the Park into 
Ki‘th Avenue they fired several revolver 
shots, and crossing into Madison Avenue, 
they blogked the street cars until the re- 
serves came and dispersed them.

PEKING PROFESSORS PROTEST 


Will Stop Courses Unless Unsanitary 
Conditions Are Remedied. 


PEKING, June 19.—All the foreign pro- 
fessors in the Imperial Universiiy, num- 
bering ten Europeans, three 


and four Japanese, have signed a ‘“ round 
robin” declaring that they will refuse 
to contiiue their courses unless measures 
are at once taken to remedy the unsani- 
tary conditions of the dormitories and 
classrooms. This protest has been sent 
to the Chinese administration. 

As a result of the prevailing conditions 
there have been outbreaks of typhoid 
fever; diphtheria, and- smallpox. Up to 
the present the Chinese authorities Cove 
paid no attention to the protests which 
have several times been made by the for- 
eign professors.

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ALASKA. 

The problem of the development of 
‘Alaska is, in its details, undoubtedly 
complex and difficult. In its broad 
lines it is simple enough. 

The known resources of Alaska are 
wery great, with reasonable certainty 
of exploration and vast resources 
awaiting survey. Owing to the climate, 
to the double mountain barrier that 
shuts off from the coast, and from 
mariet, the regions rich in minerals 
or agricultural possibilities and te the 
costly: nature of the work to be done 
either: in transportation or in mining, 
these resources can be fairly developed 
only by the use of an extraordinary 
amount of capital. Adequate capital 
can be:got only directly from the Gov- 
ernment, or by indirect Government 
aid, or‘from a combination or combina- 
tions of capitalists possessing large 
geans and controlling @ great and 
highly developed organization. The es- 
sence of the Alaskan question, there- 
Gore, so far as the Government is con- 
cerned, is how far and under what con- 
ditions it shall use its own money, 
credit, or authority, and how far and 
under what conditions it shall permit 
or invite -the use of private or corporate 
capital. In the latter case, while the 
development of the immense resources 
of the Territory must be the general 
aim of the Government, two radical 
conditions impose themselves. One is 
that the inducements to corporate cap- 
ita] must be sufficient to secure it; the 
other is that these reasonable and suf- 
ficient inducements shall contribute to 
the greatest possible advantage of the 
whole community, of the future pop- 
ulation of Alaska and of the whole 
country. Si get yeo 

Much of the confusion and contention 
that have arisen in connection with the 
policy of the Government toward Alas- 
ka is due to partial and misleading 
analogies with the past experience of 
the country. Alaska cannot readily, 
probably cannot ever, be settled as the 
Middle West was by the steady aéd- 
vance of migration from the older re- 
gions of men who sought and found 
first a livelihood and then fortune in 
the exercise of individual enterprise. 
Though the agricultural potentialities 
of the Southern part of the interior are 
very great, it is barred from the coast 
by two formidable ranges of mountains 
which can be crossed only by railways 
of such costly construction that the 
products of the land would not, within 
any calculable period, afford paying 
traffic for them. The case of the Pa- 
cific Coast is more nearly a parallel, 
because, by land, that region was orig- 
finally separated from the rest of the 
country by a wide waste excessively 
hard to traverse. But the Pacific Coast 
was accessible to some extent by land 
routes, and more readily by sea, with 
ae short crossing of the Isthmus at 
Panama. Its agriculture was adequate 
to sustain a large population and lay 
open to the settlers on their arrival. 
The transcontinental roads were built 
by Government aid to meet the needs 
of an already considerable and estab- 
lished society. No such gociety can 
within a very long period be built up 
in Alaska without railways crossing 
the mountain walls that interpose be- 
tween its tillable area and the ocean 
highway. It is as if the Pacific Coast 
range came down to the edge of the sea 
and the Rockies crowded close to the 
fnland slope of the coast range. It is 
not reasonable—it is, indeed, sheer folly 
~to expect that Alaska can be devel- 
pped as the Middle West was, or even 
gs was the Pacific Coast. 

The agricultural wealth of the Terri- 
tory is imprisoned by the mountains. 
Its mineral wealth consists mainly of 
gold, copper, and coal. Gold can be 
got by private enterprise where placer 
mining is possibie, and large amounts 
have been so taken out. But even 
placer mining is now carried on by 
organization and skill and capital in a 
way that makes competition from those 
not so equipped practically futile. Min- 
ing from lodes is possible on a paying 
basis only where costly equipment 
is ample. The same is substantially 
true of copper and coal. The key, 
therefore, to the development of Alaska 
is capital, and capital, as we have said, 
in such large amounts that it can be 
had only from corporate combination 
or from the Government. ‘The condi- 
tions under which this key shall be 
obtained and shall be used ought to be 
studied carefully, by capable and re- 
sponsible men, and the results arrived 
at be subjected to thorough discussion. 
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of the matter is through an Alaskan 
governmental commission, such as Mr. 
Tarr has proposed. Properly selected, 


YEAR; and with the aid of suitable experts, 


such a commission, restding in the Ter- 
ritory, would have sufficient opportu- 
nity for a real study of the needs and 
the possibilities thereof. It would prob- 
ably also be the best instrumentality 
for the immediate administration of 
the affairs of the district. But its 
most important function would be that 
of investigation. Its powers as to the 
granting of franchises and titles should 
be exercised carefully, tentatively, and 
with a view to the development of an 
efficient system for the future. 

In the development of such a system 
it is obvious-that capitalists capable 
of the immense task demanding cap- 
ital should be consulted and their views 
and plans considered with the utmost 
candor and with respect. The proba- 
bilities are heavily in favor of the in- 
ference that private capital, under 
proper conditions and with proper reg- 
ulation, can produce far better results 
than direct Government operation. It 
is utter stupidity to ignore these prob- 
abilities. It is something Mke malig- 
nant stupidity to dismiss them with 
jJeers at the “ Morganheims,” meaning 
thereby a group of the most powerful 
and intelligent financiers and captains 
of construction known to modern times, 
and, therefore, in all history.

TO SOLVE THE PROBLEMS. 

As Mr. Roosrnvett eaid, in his reply 
on Saturday to the Mayor’s speech of 
welcome, “no man could recefve such 
a greeting without being made to feel 
both very proud and very humble” 
The pride is inevitable, human, justi- 
fiable; so also is the qualifying humil- 
ity. For any sane man, however great 
his achievements, must feel in the face 
of such a welcome that the tribute is 
to a popular ideal rather than to a 
mere human being with the manifold 
faults and the Hability to error to which 
the best of us is subject. Mr. Roosz- 
VET is idealized in the minds of great 
numbers of his fellow-citizens. The 
mystery of greatness lends a glamour 
to all he does and all he says. 

He will, he says, do his part here- 
after “in helping to solve the problems 
which must be solved if we of this the 
greatest democratic Republic upon 
which the sun has ever shone are to see 
its destinies rise to the high level of 
our hopes and its opportunities.”” Some 
of the urgent problems which confront 
@ Republic on which the sun has been 
shining infrequently of late are due to 
the fact that Mr. Roosrver’s genius 
has hitherto shown itself more potently 
destructive than constructive. To help 
solve these problems he can do no bet- 
ter than to ouiltivate constructive 
ability. 
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CHAFING THE KAISER. 

There are other things besides hard 
riding that have chafed the Hmperor 
of Germany lately, contributed to his 
exceeding discomfort, and interfered 
with his plans for work. One of the 
most irritating and possibly the most 
serious is the way the whole of Ger- 
many is taking the surrender of the 
suffrage bill in the Prussian Diet and 
the defeat of the Chancellor, Dr. von 
HOLL wna, as described in our latest ad- 
vices from Berlin. 

Thoroughly to appreciate the tone of 
the press as to this untoward occur- 
rence, it must be remembered that the 
Prime Minister of Prussia is directly 
and solely responsible to the King, and 
not to the Diet. He is selected and 
dispensed with at the royal pleasure, 
and nothing annoys the true loyalists 
of Prussia so much as to intimate that 
there can be ministerial accountability 
to the country. Yet that is precisely 
the thing that is intimated very plain- 
ly in all the comments of the press. A 
year ago last October the King an- 
nounced in his speech from the throne: 
“It is my will that there shall be 
franchise reform in Prussia.” After 
twenty months of persistent effort, 
after exhausting his own persuasive- 
ness and influence, and employing for 
all it is worth the authority of the 
King, the Chancellor has had to with- 
draw his bill, without any prospect 
of better success with another. Where- 
upon we find such remarks in the lead- 
ing papers as these: “ We want @ gov- 
ernment that leads”; “the politicians 
unprovided with principles leave the 
battlefield crushed and beaten with Dr. 
VON BETHMANN-HOLUWEG at their 
head”; ‘“‘a Premier who has suffered 
such a defeat as this last rebuff has 
lost the confidence of the nation at 
large.” Here is the plain recognition 
of ministerial responsibility, with the 
King in the background. One might 
think one was reading the utterances 
of British or French journals, so pro- 
nounced is the adherence to the prin- 
ciple of parliamentary government. 

The dismissal of the Premier is ex- 
pected soon, but it is not easy to see 
how that will help matters greatly. He 
failed to secure franchise reform, be- 
cause the majority in the Diet would 
not consent to it. It is that majority 
with which the King must finally deal, 
or with its successors. Since the Pre- 
mier is responsible to the King only, 
the King becomes responsible for the 
Premier, and it is an aggravating re- 
sponsibility. The only sure outcome of 
the situation is that the Socialists will 
gain still more in the next elections, 
and that will be far from consoling,

NON-RESIDENT PUPILS, 1 « 

How many non-resident pupils have 
the benefit of this city’s schools? So 
‘long as seats and school buildings are 
lacking, it would seem that they should 
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be- altogether excluded, (We do not 





snowide schooling for our own children, 
why should we permit the teaching of 
non-residents? Yet the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, in a pamphlet 


‘publishing the statistics of 291 cities, 


reports for this city of 8,487,000 popu- 
lation, according to an old census, 
“No charge; no facts.” We neither 
charge them tuition, nor know nor care 
how many thousand pupils may come 
in from outside. . 

That there are a good many of them 
is inferred from information gleaned 
from teachers and Superintendents. 
Boston’s Normal, Tatin, and high 
schools charge $05 yearly tuition to 
non-resident pupils; the elementary 
schools charge $32, the evening high 
schools $20, the evening elementary 
schools $17, and the evening industrial 
school $42, practically 98 per cent. of 
the citiss reporting charge for non- 
residents. For every hundred of them 
in this city’s echools the taxpayers mst 
pay out $8,000, which is needed to erect 
and equip school buildings for the aoc- 
commodation of thefr children. Some 
day, perhaps, we can afford to be gen- 
erous in providing school facilities for 
the families of taxpayers in outlying 
towns of New Jersey and Connecticut.

THE STARS ON THE FLAG. 

Frorehanded patriots will be fustified 
in putting two more white stars in the 
biue field on the National standard 
without delay. The-days of the terri- 
torial existence of New Mexico and 
Arizona are limited. The Dill admit- 
ting both to the Union as States passed 
the House of Representatives Saturday, 
Each State must have its constitution, 
and these must be approved by Con- 
gress and the President, but each will 
be a full-fledged State, to be reckoned 
with in the election returns, in 1911 
Once more the stars of the flag will 
be regularly arranged, the six rows 
containing eight each. 

Alaska and Hawaii are our remaining 
territories, not counting the District of 
Columbia, but we have euch outlying 
possessions as Porto Rico, Guam, Tu- 
tufla, and the Philippines, where provi- 
sional government has been established 
and American citizenship is in ¢he. proc- 
ess of manufacture. The Isthmian 
Canal Zone, too, is a National posses- 
sion which will develop problems of 
its own in the future. The Union may 
in time comprise many more States. 
But for a long while the forty-sight 
stars will suffice for the flag. 

States have developed and been ad- 
mitted rapidly since Vermont in 1781 
The longest interval was between Colo- 
rado, 1876, and the two Dakotas, Mon- 
tana, and Washington in 1889. The 
States since admitted have been Idaho, 
Wyoming, Utah, Oklahoma, New Mex- 
ico, and Arizona. A much longer pe- 
riod than thirteen years will elapse, 
probably, before another new State will 
require ea new star in the flag. 











$15,000 NEEDED. 

This is the first city in the world to 
appoint a committee to solve the prob- 
lems of its congested population. It is 
the city with the largest districts show- 
ing a heavy density of population. But 
the precedent for the commission is 
Ireland’s Congested Districts Board, 
which for eighteen years has been 4is- 
tributing the population of Ireland. 

To-day the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen will consider the 
commission’s request for $15,000 need- 
ed in the preparation of its report. Ten 
members of the commission, @ ma- 
jority, are Aldermen. All of the em 
bers serve without pay. *They need 
this money to pay the expenses of 
clerks and printing. The results of 
their investigation, which is worth 
many times this sum to the city, should 
be facilitated.

With each recurrence of the Passion 
Play at Oberammergau we hear of the 
huge offer made to the village players 
by some theatrical speculator fér a tour 
of America. The world is growing so 
small nowadays that there is less dan- 
ger than there used to be that a make- 
believe Oberammergau Passion Play 
will ever be offered as a commercial 
theatrical attraction here. After the 
famous Meininger, the theatrical troupe 
organized by the Duke of MpIninanmun, 
had disbanded and its effects had been 
sold.a Meiningen troupe appeared suc- 
cpestully in NewYork and other Amer 


ican cities. But the Passion Play out of 
Oberammergau would be impossible. It 
cannot be imitated. It is not diverting, 
and it does not belong to the theatre. 
We may rest assured that another 
scandalous controversy over the em- 
ployment of religious symbolism on the 
stage, such as occurred in the old days 
of Saumr Morsn, is not likely to occur 
in these times. 
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Eight women of title were-in ifne in 
Saturday’s woman suffrage parade in 
London. Ten thousand paraders were 
led ‘by two women on horseback, riding 
astride. Convicts’ uniforms were worn 
by 617 suffragists who had been im- 
prisoned for lawless behavicr in streets 
and public halls.

Flights with the aero- 
Aeroplanes piane, made merely 
in with the object of es- 
tablishing a record for 
Equilibrium. iutude, ere of consid- 
crably more interest than importance, for 
there are many questions in regard to 
the new machine that need answering 
before that concerning the elevation which 
men oan attain by its aid. Still, the feat 
of rising more than 4,600 feet, performed 
in a Wright biplane by WALTER BRoorFINS 
at Indianapolis last week, is better cal- 
culated to impress the popular mind, per- 
haps, than is the much more significant 
and useful one of the Frenchman Fasrp, 
who, in a machine provided with canvas 
floats, repeatedly desoended upon, and 
without assistance rose from, the surface 
of a lake. 

As balloons with living passengers heve 
reached a height of four or five times the 
Brookins record, there may be an incli- 
nation to wonder why it was that he did 
not keep on. There is no reason for sup- 
posing that he refrained from doing so 
because he was afraid of going any high- 
er, for a mile or two more would have 
added nothing to his danger. What 
stopped him wae the fact that he had 
reached the point where the rarefaction 
of the air was euch that, with the engine 
power at his command, he could mount 
mo further. These are the two factors 
that will always limit the altitude attain- 
able by aeroplanes, and it is done in two 
ways—first, the supporting power of the 
air depends upon its density, and upon the 
same thing depends the vigor of the pro- 
peller’s forward thrust at any given rate 
of revolution. 

Involved in these considerations is the 
ourlous phenomenon that at the limit of 
an aeroplane’s ascensional range is the 
one place where it changes from a three- 
dimensional to a two-dimensional vehicle, 
for just there, while horizontal speed can 
be maintained, it is in what may be called 
vertical equilibrium, tenfing to go neither’ 
up nor down. That vastly simplifies the 
steering and control of the machine, and 
it is not impossible that most or much 
of acsrial navigation in the future will 
be done at precisely that elevation. 
That, however, will not cause any one 
stratum of the air to be unduly crowded, 
for no two airships will have exactly the 
same equilibrium level, while that of any 
one machine will in part depend on bar- 
ometric pressure and in part—the much 
greater part—on the power of its engine 
and the amount of that power which the 
aviator chooses to use at any given time,

ig scared out of him.” That gort of a man 
doesn’t de things or take chances, and he never 
will. 

Opposed te this, the country boy is let alone, 
He climbs trees, has a big time Fourth of 
July, steale every barrel within g radius of 
three miles, and makes a bonfire Fourth of 
July night that means business—the biggest 
and hottest ever. He takes in the boundless 
freedom of the life around him, and few, If 
any, bother him or make him afraid. And if 
he does get trapped in some serious misohief, he 
ie one of the boys who fs known to the entire 
town, and friends rise up on every hand to 
defend him. And aince the boy is father to 
the man, he grows to be a man unafraid, and 
all his life he takes risks physically and busi- 
nessiize, and ‘‘ wins out’’ where your city 
boy does not dare to make @ move, or, more 
correctly, hag not the life to make a move. 

Hamilton, the most daring of all aviators, 
you will note, too, is practically a country boy, 
for New Britain is a little country city, and 
his earty environment, a large part of which 
was a wise mother permitting him to do as 
he pleased, fitted him to win the prize which 
Tre Tres offered to the man who dared. 
I wonder how many noticed with anything 
Ifke the interest the writer had that after 
Hamilton had landed on Governors Island his 
mother tried to make him go off and take a 
rest instead of going back after his coat. Back 
he went after his coat with the same disregard 
of motherly solicitude which he must have had 
when he jumped out of the window with a 
parasol when a Iittle boy, and his wite eald: 
* tre will do what he pleases, anyway.’ 

Yes, Sir, Mayor Gaynor, as usual, is right. 
The country boy, with the occasional exception 
that proves the rule, ig the boy who wins in 
«every feat that calls for risk or daring, phys- 
{cal or otherwise, and he will be until some 
great wise man or eet of men find a way to 
make the city boy as free as the country boy.

Discussion Mas Brought Forth Minute 
Statistica and New Data. 


To the Bditor of The New York Tunea: 

I have been interested in the query of 
“ Pussy’s Friend,’’ in this morning’s issue of 
Tun Timps, and also would be giad to learn 
the permitted length of a cat's tail; my own 
cat, I think, trespassing in the matter. It 
seems to me @ great waste of material, black, 
white, or gray; and @ prudent and economical 
tabby should indulge in only so much as is 
necessary.

Length of first foreleg...... 7% inches 
Length of second foreleg......+++7% inches 
Length of first back leg....eseee-8 ‘inches 
Length of second back leg...+....8 inohes 


Hed one of them been broken or injured, 
there might have been greater diversity; but I 
doubt, from experience, whether the satisfac- 
tion of variety would justify the inconvenienca 


The observed difference in length between 
the front and rear legs is due, I think, to that 
bend in the back ones which causes so much 
difficulty to us, as children, in properly de- 
picting horses, dogs, cows, &o One never 
knows which way to make them turn, back- 
ward or forward, though either way will gen- 
erally produce the wrong effect. If all four 
legs were straight, like the may-pop horses, 
we could draw them better. 

My cat appears to bo abnormally proud of 
her long and useless tail When pleased and 
arching her flexible black back nearly to the 
ceiling, she disposes of her tail in a graceful 
loop, up and down, to adjust {ft within the 
space of the room or to render its length less 
conspicuous, or with an eye to beauty, I do 
not know which.

on the lenient manner in which the pure

and adulterators of food and other prod- 
ucts, Hivery one of these cases,.of course, 
resulted in conviction; otherwise the-@eo- 
retary of Agriculture would not be issue 
ing these notices. The law provides that 
he shall publish the-name of the person 
convicted of violating the law, with a 


rection no bulletin is ever issued until 
the case has had final disposition 4n-the 
courts, 

The twerty-four-notices just-issued cope 
er a typical range of cases, Fourtees 
were for misbranding, nine for adulterae 
tion, and one for both. In only six case# 
was @fineimposed. The largest fine was 
$100; the smallest $1; two were of $1 
one of $15, and one of $5. In six other 
cases condemnation and foreiture was-¢he 
decree, destruction ef the goods being-or 
dered by the court in five of them. In 
the remaining twelve cases, just half of 
the number reported {n this batch of no-« 
tices, the goods were ordered released 
upon payment of the costs, and under 
bond that they would not be “ disposed 
of contrary to the laws of the United 
States.”’ 

There.are few duplications in the Bst of 
cases, nineteen different kinds of adule 
teration and misbranding having been 
brought to book, Egg products and oats 
furnish the chief duplications, there be- 
ing three cases of adulteration of desio- 
cated or frozen egg products, and a simi- 
lar number of adultcrations or misbrand- 
ing of oats. Two baking powder dealers 
came to grief for misbranding—each being 
caught gelling short weight. 

Gost Leva, a New York City Greek, do~ 
ing business under the name of Leva 
Brothers at 8514 Oliver Street, caught the 
$1 fine. He shipped a consignment of 
goods to Massachusetts, part of which 
was labeled “ genuine Mocha coffee” and 
part “‘genuine Turkish ocoffee,’’ but the

low grade of Santos coffee,” and, be 
sides, the cans were short weight: 

The Newton Tea and Spice Company eof 
Cincinnati was fined $10 for labeling one 
of its products “* Newton’s very best exe 
tract strawberry.” The department says 
this statement was “false and mislead- 
ing,”’ since the product was not an extract 
of strawberry, but an imitation or arti« 
ficial extract. 


City drew the $15 fine for saying on the 
label of their “‘Sfisses Wasser” that ig 
contained 4.21 grams per liter of natrium 
chloride, when in fact there was only @ 
trace of chloride present. 

The $100 fine also went to New Tork, 
being inflicted upon Lekas & Drivas for 
declaring on their label that one of their 
products was pure olive oil, whereas, ir 
fact, it contained a “considerable quantity’ 
of cottonseed olil.’’ 

These are typical examples of fenfency, 
The courts have been applying the pure 
food law now for four years, but the 
Department of Agriculture is Kept con- 
stantly busy working. During the _ last 
two years there have been complaints ir 
increasing number that the lew is not ef- 
fective and does not accomplish what ft 
wag intended to do. But, it is said at 
the department, that, with the courts 
treating convicted defendants with .euch 
leniency, it is no wonder that so few: 
manufacturers and dealers display respect 
for the law. Hardly a penalty in the list 
given would offset the profit of one transe 
action. 


TAFT WANTS PUBLICITY. 


insists That the Senate Shall Pass the 
Campaign Fund Bill.

WASHINGTON, June 19-—With the fou 
big items of his legislative programme for 
this session in his hands or in sight of 
final agreement, President Taft turned to- 
day to look after one of the minor billie 
upon which he has been fnsisting stead- 
ily ever since he became a candidate for 
the Presidency—that dealing with the 
publicity of campaign contributions. This 
bill has been on his programme from 
the first, but it has never excited the 
public interest that attached to several] 
of the other Administration measures, 
especially the Railroad and Postal Savings 
Bank bills. 
The House put through the Publicity 
bill a long time ago, and it has been hung 
up in the Senate. Senator Burrows, Chair 
man of the Committee on Privileges and 
Hlections, to which it was referred, is not 
an enthusiast for publicity of campaign 
contributions, but after a fire was started 


under him at home he controlled his feel- 
ings sufficiently to permit the bill to be 
reported back to the Senate. It has been 
dawdling on the calendar there for weeks. 
Now, with the session within four or five 
days. of its end, President Taft is asking 
that this bill be put through. 

He had Senator Burrows at the White 
House this morning, and talked turkey 
for a while about it. Mr. Burrows ex- 
ressed willingness to seek action on the 
bill if he could possibly get it up for 
consideration, of which he sald he had 
grave doubt, 


ATTACK SPANISH CATHOLICS. 


Rioters Break Into a Valencia CluB 
—Government Threat to Vatican. 


VALENCIA, June 19.—Anti-Clerica? riote 
ers to-day broke into the Catholio Club 
and demolished the furniture. Demon- 
strations also occurred in other quarters, 

Since last Sunday, when a crowd of 
Republicans were attacked by groups of 
Catholics while leaving an anti-Clerical 
meeting and were fired upon from the 
Carlist Club, there have been many 
clashes between the two factions.

CHAMIZAL ARBITRATION. 


Canadian Jurist to be the Umpire— 
Mexico Agrees to Plan. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Mexico has 
agreed to settle the Chamizal boundary 
dispute by arbitration. A convention pro- 
viding the details, proposed by the United 
States, is now being arranged by tele- 
graph in the hope of getting it before the 
Senate before the adjournment of Con- 
gress. ; 

By its terms a Canadian jurist is to 
hold the balance in the arbitration. He 
will act as umpire in the International 
Boundary Commission, and will be chosen 
by the United States and Mexico. If they 
fail to agree on a man, the Canadian 
Government will be asked to name him. 

The Chamizal tract, which was of com- 
paratively little value when claimed first 
by Mexico in 1894, has since greatly in- 
creased in value by the growth of the 
City of El Paso, Texas, which it adjoins. 
It is estimated to be worth from $1,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000. The United States has 
always exercised criminal and civil juris- 
diction and has

property in the tract are now held in

settlement of the dispute. 

Pending the arbitration, the United 
States agreed to continue the stay of pro- 
ceedings against settlers claiming prima 
facie Mexican title who were in 
occupation last March 15. 

That provision 
is intended to cover the cases of squat- 
ters with no titles who have taken advan- 
tage of the dispute in order to take up 
territory. 

The State Department will appoint an 
agent to examine genuine Mexican titles 
and decide which are entitled to the pro- 
tection of this Government, .

Margaret Illington, the actress, who was 
Mrs. Daniel Frohman before she retired 
from the stage for a domestic life, and is 
now Mrs. Edward J. Bowes, is to return 
to a professional life unless plans now 
under way go awry. Miss Illington, to 
use her stage name, is now in New York, 
and her future manager, Edward Ellisner, 
is staying at a hotel near Times Square. 

The plans for her coming season include 
her appearance as a star in a play adapt- 
ed from the French. She expects to open 
in Denver, Col, some time in August and 
to play an extended tour. Edward Ells- 
ner, it is understood, will be the pro- 
ducer of the play as well as Miss Illing- 
ton’s manager. 

Miss Illington retired from the stage in 
December, 1908, while starring in ‘* The 
Thief ’’ with Kyrle Bellew. She was said 
to be suffering from nervous breakdown, 
and went to California to recuperate. 
About two months later Daniel Frohman, 
her husband and manager, made an- 
nouncement that she was to seek a di- 
voree. Difference in tastes was given as 
the reason. 

In California Miss Illington was iater- 
viewed, and announced that she had left 
Mr. Frohman because she could not be 
happy on the stage. 

“The life of an actress is abnormal,” 
she said in the interview. ‘‘I craye do- 
mesticity, home life, children; I want to 
darn socks. From the first I told Mr. 
Frohman that I wanted a home, a domes- 
tic life. But he wanted to make @ great 
star of me. Mr. Frohman is thirty years 
older than I am. [I lived in New York 
with his three sisters, who are maiden 
ladies from 25 to 35 years older than I 
am. How I used to envy them as I 
would go to the theatre’every night and 
leave them to do housework and darn 
socks! Always I wanted domestic life 
and children. I wanted to lead the life 
of a normal woman. 

‘““My life has been on railroads, in 
trunks, cabs, and hotels. When 1 found 
Mr. Frohman intended to keep me 
on the stage always my love died. Ii saw 
then no ehance of the domestic life I 
craved. So we parted.”’ r 

Then Mrs. Frohman went to Reno, Nev., 
and took up residence in that town. She 
returned to California for her health’s 
sake, but kept the Reno residence for di- 
vorce purposes, and on Nov. 10 obtained 
a decree on the ground of non-support. 
On Nov. 14 she was married to Edward 

Bowes, a real estate operator of San 
Francisco and Tacoma. Mr. Bowes was 
a personal friend of Mr. Frohman, and, 
according to newspaper accounts, had 
been cheerfully accepted as a successor 
by the theatrical manager. 

Miss Illington, before the first era of 
her stage career began, was Miss Maude 
Light of Bloomington, Ill. The name of 
Illington was assumed when she came to 
New York as an actress, and was made 
up of the abbreviation of the name of her 
native State and that of the last part of 
her home town. She was a@ graduate of the 
Illinois Wesleyan University. Her first 
stage experience of importance was in 
‘‘The Pride of Jennico”’ with James K.

Absurd, However, to Reduce Number 
of Students, Says American Medicine. 


“The overcrowding of the medical pro- 
fession comes up for discussion every lit- 
tle while, and always will come up, for it 
is the normal condition in all callings,’ 
says American Medicine. ‘‘ Hconomists 
have repeatedly shown that industries 
owe their existence to a large unemployed 
class from whom labor can be obtained 
at a moment’s notice. In the parable, 
the Master said, ‘ Why stand ye here, all 
the day idle?’ 5 

‘There are always more workmen than 
the work requires, and the cry of over- 
crowding is as old as man and is now 
heard every year ingtrade. In every clv- 
flized land we find some doctors in pov- 
erty, some lawyers, and some clergymen. 
It is a condition which cannot be rem- 
edied and the Fle, apne st to. reduce the 
number of medic students is palpably 
absurd—almost amounts to the suggestion 
that the sick be compelled, to submit to the 
ministrations of the least efficient.

(200 GETTING OVER THE STORM 





But It Will Be Several Days Before 
the Animals Forget It. 


The wild animals in both Central Park 
and in the Bronx Park Zoo were only re- 
covering yesterday from the fright they 
had in the storm of Saturday afternoon. 
Many of the lions and tigers, leopards, 
panthers, and others of the so-called cat 
tribe did not seem to relish their break- 
fasts as much as usual. They were nerv- 
ous all day, and few slept at all, even 
after the afternoon meal, when they usu- 
ally stretch out in their cages for a nap. 

During the storm itself there were few 
animals in either of the zoos which were 
not trembling in every Iimb. The ele- 
phants shared the terror of the lons and 
other carnivora. 

Even before the storm broke they ap- 
peared quite restless. In the morning the 


keepers noticed that their animal charges 
were uneasy and had lost their appetites. 
It was facetiously suggested that ,this 
might be due to Roosevelt's return. 

Then came the storm, and the keepers 
found out, when the wind and rain beat 
down on the menageries, and the whines 
and howls of the animals inside rose in a 
bedlam of sound which drowned even the 
roaring of the wind, what the trouble was, 
The keepers say that when a violent storm 
is coming for many hours in advance the 
timiditv of the animals is pathetic, and 
after an especially heavy storm they are 
several days in recovering their customary 
calm, 


GERMANS HAVE A FEST DAY. 


15,000 Gather In Pelham Bay Park 
for Athletics, Dancing, and Songs. 








Some 15,000 Germans gathered yesterday 
in Pelham Bay Park to take part in the 
annual festivities arranged by the Ger- 
man Gymnastic Union of New York. That 
has eighteen societies, whose member- 
ship numbers 3,000. The United Singers 
of the Bronx joined with the German 


Gymnastic Union to furnish some of the 
music. The families of all those taking 
part brought the total attendance up to 
about 15,000. 

There were gymnastic drills, roundels, 
dances, pyramids, calisthenics, mass 
games, and exercises by the eighteen so0- 
cities of the Gymnastic Union. The United 
Singers of the Bronx rendered such old 
favorites as ‘‘ Old Folks at Home,” ‘‘ The 
Soldier's Farewell,’’ and ‘* Dangebet.’’ 
They were assisted by the park band, led 
by W. E. J. Keating. Richard Vossley 
led the singers. 

Mayor Gaynor, who had been invited to 
the festivities, did not appear, but John 
Purroy Mitchel, President of the Alder-

MAY CUT OFF SERUM SUPPLY. 


Rockefeller Institute May Stop Dis- 
tributing the Meningitis Cure. 


The Rockefeller Institue for Medical 
Research, which has been supplying anti- 
meningitis serum free for several years, 
has announced that at any time after the 
expiration of the next six months, ft may 
discontinue its preparation and distribu- 


tion on a large scale. The New York 
Medical Journal says: 


“The consensus of medical opinion, 
based on the employment of the anti- 
meningitis serum in widely separated epi- 
demics of meningitis, is to the effect that 
it is of undoubted value in reducing the 
mortality and preventing the severe con- 
sequences of the disease. 

“The serum is without effect in any 
other form of meningitis than that caused 


by the diplococcus intracellularis and its 
favorable action igs most pronounced when 
it {is anplied early in the course of the 
disease. Hence it fs desirable that State 
und municipal laboratories, engaged in the 
preparation of diphtheria antitoxin and 
allied products, should undertake the 
preparation of the serum and provide 
means for controlling the bacteriological 
diagnosis of meningitis, as they now do 
diphtheria and some other diseases. —~ 

‘Unless the bacteriological diagnosis is 
controlled by competent authorities, the 
serum undoubtedly will be applied in 
some cases of meningitis due to causes 
which are not subject to its action and 
not a few cases of epidemic meningitis 
will be deprived of the benefit of its use. 

‘‘The serum is administered by bein 
injected into the spinal canal by means o 
lumbar puncture, which operation is also 
required to secure the fluid for thé bac- 
teriological diagnosis, and several] sepa- 
rate injections of the serum are required 
in treating a given case. The effective 
employment of the serum is likely, there- 
fore, to be restricted on account of the 
experience and skill required in its ad- 
ininistretion and the high cvoost of the 
commercial product, unless the prepara- 
tion, distribution, and, when gg of 
administration are undertaken by State 
and municipal authorities.”

IN PENNANT RACE 


White Sox Win Third Game from 
Athletics, Sending Them 
to Second Place. 








The Yankees went into the lead in the 
pennant race yesterday when the White 
Sox downed the Athletics. taking three 
out of the series of four games from Con- 
nie Mack’s ambitious troop. On June 1 
Chase’s men went away to the West in 
second place. Now they are home to do 
battle on the hilltop to-morrow in the 
first of a series of four games with their 
bitter foe, the Athletics, and this series 
will have unusual significance in the com- 
plexion of the battle for the bunting. 
New York leads to-day with a percentage 
of .652, while the Athletics stand .646. 

When the Yankees went away on June 
1 the Athletics were in the lead with a 
rercentage of .743, and the Yankees sec- 
ond with .697. The Yankees lost to the 

“White Sox in Chicago on June 3 in a 
hard-luck dofeat in which Warhop al- 
lowed but one hit, Ed Walsh getting that 
and winning the game. On June 5 the 
Yankees beat St. Louis, and coupled 
with the defeat of the Athletics at De- 
troit, Chase’s men took the lead again 
with eae percentage of .694, with Philadel- 
phia second, .684. Ford lost his first 
game of the season in Detroit on June 
10 against Mullin in a 4 to 3 game. 

Chase’s team lost the lead in the race 
again at Detroit on June 13, coupled with 
the Athletics’ victory in St. Louis. On 
June 15 Ford shut out the Cleveland team 
8 to 0, the White Cox downed Philadel- 
phia in fourteen innings, and the Yankees 
teok the lead again. The next day the 
Yanks lost to the Naps, and ths Athletics 
beat the Sox, so New York went into sec- 
ond place and Philadelphia to the top. 
The Yanks beat Cleveland Saturday and 
the Athletics were downed by the Sox, 

lacing New York in a position to feel 
ustly joyous and jubilant. 


Manhattan will be without major 
League baseball to-day, one of the few 
occasions that happen in a season. But 
Manhattan fans need not go without their 
daily baseball, if they wish, for the old 
borough rivals—Gtants and Superbas—will 
assemble in Washington Park, Brooklyn, 
this afternoon and fight it out until one 
set of athletes is victorious.

Brooklyn goes to 
Philadelphia on July 5 and to Pittsburg 
on July 8. 


The Yankees are with us again for a 
few days. Having finished their first 
Western trip at Cleveland on Saturday, 
they had two days in which to find their 
way back home. To-morrow their pow- 
erful opponents, the Athletics, will drop 
in for four games, and Saturday Stallings 
will invade Washington with his men, re- 
maining until June 29. From there they 
will go to Philadelphia to stay over the 
Fourth. From that day until July 26 the 
Yankees will be on their own sod, meet- 
ing in turn Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, and Detroit. 

By that time it won’t be hard to deter- 
mine the probable winners of the two pen- 
nants.

RECORD MADE IN 
NEW WEIGHT EVENT 


Elliott Does ‘76 Feet 2% Inches 
with . Five-Pound Shot at 
Pastime A. C. Games. 








The epidemic of world’s records had fts 
continuance yesterday afternoon at the 
annual Spring games of the Pastime Ath- 
letic Club, held at Pastime Oval, when 
J. J. Elliott of the Irish-American Ath- 
letic Club hurled the five-pound shot a 
distance of 76 feet 2% inches. Never be- 
fore has such an even been held in the 
world, and, therefore, the best throw 
made yesterday was all that was neces- 
sary to establish a record. As one man 
put it, “ perhaps the next time they’ want 
a world’s record for a set of games they 
will have a four-and-a-half-pound shot or 
perhaps. a sixteen-and-three-quarter- 
pound hammer.” However, there is a new 
| world’s record ready to be printed in the 
official book in the near future. 

Elliott did not win the event, but his 
put was the best when the handicaps were 
not counted in. As it was, however, there 
was some question about the matter in 
view of Elliott's having entered the event 
using the word novice and his medal, it 
was said, would be held up. The question 
will undoubtedly be adjudicated in a sat- 
isfactory manner in the near future, The 
remarkable fact about the event was that 
Martin J. Sheridan, the record holder 
with the discus and something of a shot- 
putter, too, could not get a place. 

The 1,000-yard run furnished one of the 
most interesting races of the day, and 
in this J. McLoughlin of McCaddin Lyce- 
um took the honors from the forty-yard 
point. Melvin W. Sheppard was on 
scratch, and he came in second, four 
yards behind the winner, after a heart- 
breaking effort to overhaul his rival. 
What his speed was can be judged from 
the fact that Sheppard’s time came within 
& second of equaling the world’s record. 
McLoughlin caught the limit men at the 
second lap, and from then on to the 
finish, raced in first position. Sheppard 
tried desperately all the way, but the 
handicap aliotment and the pluck which 
McLoughlin displayed were too much for 
him. Had the track been fast, it is 
probable that ‘‘Shep”’’ would have 
eclipsed the record, 

Contrary to the usual case the one- 
mile walk furnished a lively finish. A. 
Voellmeke, one of the scratch men, won 
the event by the narrowest margin from 
W. T. Allen. The latter was leading at 
the turn into the lane, but his rival came 
through strong, and just managed to nip 
him at the tape. 

A peculiar feature of the 100-yard dash 
event was that ‘‘ Bobby ”’ Cloughen failed 
to get a place in his heat, and he was 
also shut out in the trials at the 220-yard 
distance. The trip from Pittsburg, where 
he defeated Kerr Saturday night, un- 
doubtedly had something to do with his 
failure, but che handicaps given his rivals 
were rather too heavy for him. 

H. J. Smith won a sensational mile and 
a half race, beating out Harry Jensen by 
a matter of a yard.

THE STATE OF TRADE. 


In snite of acute depression in two “ ba- 
rometric”™ lines of industry, and a con- 
siderable decrease in freight traffic on the 


railways, there are sings of a better feel- 
ing in general trade. The iron and steel 
trade is generally regarded as depressed, 
though the week-end news has another 
tone. Conditions are discouraging in the 
primary markets for cotton goods. There 
Was a large increase in idle cars in the 
fortnight that centred on June 1. The 
latter statement ifs, of course, just a re- 
telling of depression felt nearly three 
weeks ago. 

The signs of improvement are in a bet- 
ter ultimate distribution. The clearings 
of the banks over the United States out- 
side of New York seem to be steadily in- 
creasing in the present fortnight. News 
coines from many trade centres of an {m- 
pulse to retail trade and to local whole- 
sale distribution. General trade, which 
had pveen slowing down since December, 
may have reached Its point of greatest de- 
pression a few weeks ago, and may be al- 
ready on the mend. 


Dun’s Review says: 


Crop news continues encouraging, the fron 
and steel market improves, while foreign trade 
now shows an excess of exports; and in these 
three important particulars the business outlook 
is distinctly better. More normal weather con- 
ditions in the East and needed raing in the 
Northwest make for Improvement. The increas- 
ing prospects for Spring wheat produce a more 
active Gemand for merchandise in the North- 
west. While producing capacity is still in ex- 
cess of consumption there is a- gratifying in- 
crease in the June demand for both iron and 
steel products over the busines of May. Cop- 
per, however, still labors under the condition 
of large overproduction, though the consump- 
tion ts heavy. 

The dry goods markets continue “7 quiet 
but if the promise of good harvests holds good 
a@ general activity would soon, in all probabil- 
ity, be imparted. Money conditions are easy. 
Congress is soon to adjourn, and the expected 
enactment of the railroad bill, whatever may 
be thought of its various provisions, promises 
the same feeling of relief which follows the 
ending of a prolonged tariff agitation. 
road earnings in the first week of June in- 
creased 13.8 per cent. over last year. Bank 
clearings at New York, owing chiefly to spec- 
ulative inactivity, show decreases, but outside 
of New York there are gains of 6 per cent. 
over 1909 and 16.9 per cent. over 1906. Reports 
from most of the leading trade centres Indicate 
a more cheerful feeling as a result in part of 
better weather conditions, 


Bradstreet’s says: 


Irregularity and relative quiet are still the 
ruling features in trade and emg but evi- 
dences of improvement tn Western distribution 
are rather sharply in contrast with the reports 
of slow trade recently received. armer 
weather Is the x to the better crop and trade 
reports received this week by Bradstreet’s from 
the West, Northwest, and Southwest, while 
cool, moist conditions along the Atlantic Coast, 
now disappearing, have been a bar to trade and 
crop development in the East. Relatively best 
reports come from Western cities and towns, 
while country trade, though better, is slower 
to respond, owing to farmers being busy in 
work on hitherto delayed crops. The !mprove- 
ment in agricultural] matters is, however, not 
uniform even in the West. 

In the leading industries conditions have not 
as yet responded to the better features above 
Gepicted. Short time is evident in nearly all 
lines of textile manufactures, cotton goods still 
reflecting the stress of —— prices for raw ma- 
terial and arrested demand for goods. The per- 
centage of idle looms and apindles ranges from 
25 per cent. upward. Preinventory sales of 
cotton and dress goods at lower prices have 
helped to enlarge distribution by jobbers East 
and West. Short time is alsq witnessed in 
woolen goods manufacture. Buyers at whole- 
sale still display caution and conservatism, and 
business as a whole in textiles is characterized 
as of a peddling nature, In pig iron, produc- 
tion still outruns consumption, and prices are 


weak. 

Finished lines show effects of restricted buy- 
ing based on hopes of lowered costs. Despite 
reports of lessened {improvement work and the 
laying off of men by {mportant railroads, there 
are evidences of moderately good buying of 
cars and other rolling stock. The lumber trade 
is rather quieter North and South. The leather 
and shoe trades are somewhat quiet, past poor 
weather conditions being reflected therein. The 
wool trade is very quiet, with buyers and gell- 
ers far apart and much foreign wool being re- 
shipped abroad for persumably better prices. 


Print Cloth Market. 


The market for print cloths at Fall 
River was last week an entirely unsatis- 


factory one. The total of sales was small, 
being hardly over 40,000 pieces. The 
buying side tried to force the manufact- 
urers to lower prices, refusing to take 
offers that seemed acceptable in the pre- 
vious week. The manufacturers, willing 
to accept the losses shown by the prices 
of the week before in order to keep mills 
running, did not see fit to accept the 
lower offers, and the trading was small.

The Week’s Failures. 


Dun’s reported 219 commercial. failures 


in the United States last week, against 
240 the week before and 230 in the same 
week of 1909. There were 83 failures In 
the Bast, 69 in the South, 46 in the West 
and 21 on the Pacific Coast. Compare 

with the previous week there was an in- 
crease of failures in the East and South, 
and a large decrease in the West and on 
the Pacific. Of the 219 failures, 70 were 
for $5,000 or over. In the South the itn- 
crease in amount of llabilities was greater 
than in the number, proportionately. 


THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 


The end of the crop year in wheat is olose 
at hand and the question of the possible sup- 
ply of old crop wheat left over from the past 
season and the supply of new wheat is being 
very carefully weighed by trade. A year ago 
the country was bare of stock of wheat and the 
carry over in all positions was one of the 
smallest’ known, amounting to only about 43,- 
000,000 bushels. The.crop was 787,000,000 
bushels, making, with the carry-over, a grand 
total of 780,000,000 bushels. The distribution 
was extremely active at the opening of the 
season, and there was a tremendous disappear- 
ance of wheat for domestic consumption, al- 
though the exports were very small. Bins and 
mill stocks were filled up, and the drain upon 
the visible supply points was heavy. 

The distribution during the season was ap- 


parently in excess of normal and waa tersely 
ms as @ thirteen months’ distribution, al- 

ough !t is questionable whether there was 
more than twelve months’ actual consumption. 
It is not likely that the actual consumption 
of wheat was more than a twelve months’ 
ordinary full use, although the distribution 
from visible supply points took care of appar- 
ently a much ger amount, On the basis of 
a full twelve months’ consumption at 5.7 
bushels per capita, which is .03 bushels in ex- 
cess of ths og bsg: high record, the consump- 
tion would be 505,000,000 bushels. The actual 
exports of United States wheat will appar- 
ently be abgut 88,000,000 bushels, and the seed, 
requirements, owing to the increased oe 
possibly 80,000,000 bushels, making a grand to- 
ca of apparent distribution of 673,000, bush- 


The re surplus in the country left 
at the end of the season would be 107,000,000 
bushels. Such figures were not indicated, how- 
ever, by the March 1 estimate of farm re- 
serves and the visible supply at that time. 
The figures at that time pointed to about 
double the carry-over the last year. A prom- 
inent Western statistician estimates the carry- 
over at 101,000,000 bushels, with consumption 
at 510,000,000 bushels for food. 

With the carry-over of approximately 100,- 
000,000 bushels and a crop of 739,000,000 bush- 
els as indicated by the last Government report 
it would give a total supply for the year of 
839,000,000 bushels. An average consumption 
for 90,000,000 of people would be 495,000,000 
bushels, and with 80,000,000 bushels for seed 
it would dispose of 575,000,000 bushels, leav- 
ing apparently 264,000,000 bushels for export 
and for carry-over next year. Estimating a 
precnid Pte next year of 100,000,000 bushels, it 
would leave 164,000,000 bushels for export. 
If the crop is no more than 700,000,000 bush- 
els, there would still be about 124,000,000 
bushels for export, with the carry-over for 
the end of the year 100,000,000 bushels. 

The exports for the year end were only 8&8,- 
000,000 bushels. It will be seen from these 
figures that there fg a likelihood of a large 
Surplus of wheat, and with such a surplus 
there seems to be very little question but that 
the markets will have to go to an export 
parity. Whether such parity will be made 
by an advance in Burope or further decline 
here Is problematical. Recent weather condi- 
tions have been very favorable for maturing 
and outting of the Winter wheat crop. The 
main harvest, however has not arrived, and 
there is a possibility of a bad harvesting sea- 
son. Over possibly one-third of the Spring 
wheat belt rain is needed, and the market is 
nervous over the possibility of damage there. 
The Spring wheat crop has all the possibilities 
of growth, maturity, and harvest before it. 
It is therefore ssible that even if the crop 
is a full one, the market may not go to an 
export parity until there fs actual pressure of 
cash wheat. 

Corn has been somewhat frregular, showing 
& fair amount of strength in sympathy with 
other grain, but the firmness has been in 
the face of the most favorable weather condi- 
tions of the season, and the gain in values 
has not been material. The crop {s recognized 
as late, and good weather is greatly needed. 
This good weather has been seen during the 
past week, and there is rapid advancement itn 
growth and cultivation. With favorable 
weather to the first of July it is possible that 
a large portion of the lateness and irregular 
appearance of the crop may be made up before 
the first Government report will be made up 
as of that date. Demand for cash corn con- 
tinues and export markets are out of line 
owing to the large quantity of feed barley and 
of low-grade rye in Europe. 

Oats have developed considerable strength 
and activity. There have been a great many 
scattered complaints of unfavorable appear- 
ance, and from the Northwest a good many 
complaints of deterioration in sections where 
rain is needed have come in. There ts a larce 
producing section in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
where it is clafmed rain would be very bene- 
ficial, Otherwise the crop developments ara 
rood. An area raising possibly one-fifth of 
the crop would be materially helped by rain. 

Provisions have en nervously active and 
quite strong. There has been a further ad- 
vance tn values, owing te the disappointing 
movement, of hogs. The trade has every week 
expected that the following week or following 
fortnight, there would be an improvement in 
the hog movement, but the recefpts are disap- 
pointingly light, and packing returns continue 
to show loss, even compared with the small 
movement of last year. This condition has 
caused sha recoveries from declines, while 
the stocks of product are light and the demand 
for fresh meats !s good. 


COTTON. 


The feature of the cotton market the past 
week was the action by the Department of Jus- 
tice and the handing down of indictments 
against the alleged bull pool and its affillated 
Southern cotton mill members. Prior to this 


action, which took place Friday, there was not 
much change in the market. Prices seemed to 
be just drifting from day to day with a feeling 
of uncertainty as to the developments. in the 
old crop position, and an unwillingness to trade 
heavily in the new crop until the old crop sit- 
uation was clearer and there was a better un- 
derstanding regarding the new crop. The 
weather for the new crop was favorable during 
the week. Early in the week there was some 
complaint of excessive rains in the Eastern dis- 
tricts, but the weather cleared toward the close 
and these reports disappeared. There were no 
rains in the far Western sections, and some 
complaints of drought are Guming from parts of 
Oklahoma and a considerable portion o 
As a whole, however, the oonditions were 
favorable for the bulk of the crop. This is 
generally admitted, 

A report by Miss Gilews covering the first two 
weeks of the month was construed a little bull- 
ishly, as it showed only .4 points improvement 
for the first half of the month with a condition 
of 80.8. The most favorable conditions, how- 
ever, have been seen since the report was made 
up. There seems to be no question now as to 
the acreage and with favorable conditions the 
lateness of the crop will be speedily made up.

Point has been made that this 
great activity in shipping cotton out of the 
country may be partly the result of the De- 
partment of Justice investigation, as under 
the provisions of the Sherman anti-trust law 
there is seemingly a possibility of confiscation, 
although such a possibility is looked Ypon as 
only of the most remote character.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Exceedingly dull stock markets with 
narrow but generally firm price move- 
ments formed ample evidence last 
week of the subsidence of the excite- 
ment stirred up by the Government’s 
injunction proceedings against the 
Western railroads. It has come to be. 
generally recognized that with all the 
preliminary fuss out of the way the 








rowed down to the workings of the 
Railroad bill, and the pros and cons of 
this measure therefore absorbed to a 
very large extent the interest of the fi- 
nancia! community. It is admitted on ail 
sides that this legislation is very large- 
ly in the nature of an experiment, and 
it is to be expected, therefore, that until 
its effects on the railroads shall have 
been established beyond doubt opinion 
upon its value will be sharply divided. 
There are, of course, extremists in both 
camps of opinion. President Ripley of 
the Atchison continues to represent 
those who are certain that irretrievable 
harm will be worked to the country’s 
roads, but it must be said that rail- 
road executives. of his way of thinking 
are few, and that the greater number 
are either content to await hopefully 
the outcome or feel assured that in its 
construction of the terms of the new 
bill and its resultant dealings with the 
railways the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission will display absolute fair- 
ness. Untried as the provisions of the 
bill of course are, it is not surprising 
that conservatism has ruled railroad 
circles, making itself ¥elt in the cur- 
tailment to a certain extent of expend- 
itures for new construction and new 
equipment where these involved capital 
outlays the carrying of which depend- 
ed upon the receipt of increased income 
from the higher tariff rates which are 
now subject to review and long post- 
ponement at the hands of the commis- 
sion. This power which the commis- 
sion has to hold up rates for ten 
months under the terms of the bill is 
naturally objectionable to railroad offi- 
cials, but it would seem that the sen- 
sible view to take of this matter is 
that the commission will expedite its 
investigations wherever possible and 
that unnecessary delay by it in arriv- 
ing at conclusions must provoke public 
sentinvent in such a fashion as to im- 
peril the tenure of office of those 
knowingly responsible. 





It seems increasingly probable al- 
though this is largely a matter of guess- 
work, or at best, inference, that in its 
final effects the Railroad bill will make 
for stability of earnings. The roads 
will remain subject to the cycles of. 
prosperity and depression affecting the 
country as a whole, but there prom- 
ises to be in the future less variation 
in railroad income from a multitude of 
what may be called artificial causes.

Strong 
railroads have little or nothing to fear, 
therefore, in the workings of the Rail- 
road bill, so far as this can be fore- 
casted, and it is perhaps equally true 
that weaker railroads may rest content 
with the measure, since public opinion 
however strongly it may appear to be 
running against the railroads at the

Last week was made notable by the 
publication of the May figures of our 
foreign trade, showing a complete re- 
versal from the adverse tendency of 
earlier months. Since October last our 
overseas trade has been marked by 
steadily falling exports and by rising 
or entirely disproportionate imports. 
In three months of the present year— 
February, March, and April--imports 
paralleled the record of June, July, and 
August of last year in actually sur- 
passing our exports; in other words, 
in establishing adverse monthly bal- 
ances. So far had this movement run 
that on the first of May our excess of 
sales for the ten months preceding 
stood at $167,000,000 only, as against 
$351,000,000 in the same period of the 
previous year and $613,000,000 In the 
corresponding ten months of 1908. It 
was, therefore, a matter of the utmost 
satisfaction, and, it may be added, an 
event of undoubted significance, that 
this tendency was completely changed 
in the month of May. The reversal! 
which resulted in a balance of above 
$11,000,000 on our side of the account 
was brought about in exactly the right 
way, that is, by a decrease in imports, 
amounting to $14,000,000, as compared 
with April, and an increase in exports. 
the total surpassing those of April by 
87,800,000 and constituting in fact the 
largest shipments of any May month | 
in more than a decade with the single 
exception of 1907. Of the two move- 
ments, larger exports and smaller im- 
ports, the decline in imports seems on 
the whole to be the more important, 
for it is perhaps not going wide of the

NOT SO VERY BAD 


Bargain Prices for fron Find 
Ready Buyers Among Largo

STEEL PRICES HARDENING 





Among the Lines of Finished Products 
There Are Some in Which Factories 
Must Rush to Meet Demand.

PITTSBURG, June 19.—Stocks of pig 
iron in makers’ hands have been reduced 
materially during the forepart of June, 
but they have been simply transferred 
irom producers’ yards to buyers’ yards, 
and @annot be considered as having gone 
into consumption.

In finished stee) there Is little change in 
th> price situation, except that sheets, if 
anything, are a little more badly off than 
a fortnight ago. The demand for sheets 
since May 1 has been phenomenal, but 
nothing short of a miracle could have 
kept up with the increase in sheet steel 
capacity in central and western territory 
since the beginning of the year. The mills 
have finally caught up on deliveries of 
blue ennealed and other lines of indus- 
trial sheet products, though there is fair 
business ahead for everybody through the 
Summer. With the sheet mill capacity 
available last March, without the new 
mills brought in since that time, the 
courtry weuld to-day be suffering from 
a famine in practically all lines of sheet , 
steel. 

Producors of steel-making irons are | 
avoiding quoting a flat price on forward 
deliveries where possble, present price 
levels being admittedly the botom of the 
market.

Temporary Building to be Used 
While the Present Structure Is Being 
Torn Down and the New One Built. 





The big gray stone Barge Office, which 
s0 long has stood sentry at the Battery, 
where the hosts of immigrants land after 
leaving Ellis Island, is to be removed 
to make way for a new half-million-dollar 
structure. 

The new Barge Office is to be another 
Federal building contributed to the city 
beautiful. Money for the building has 
been appropriated; a temporary landing 
place for the Ellis Island ferryboat is 
being built at the east end of the Battery 
sea wall, and within a few weeks work- 
men will begin tearing down the old 
structure. 

During the construction of the new 
piace homes will have to be found for the 
various departments now under the Barge 
Office roof. Permission was obtained from 
the city to use a part of the Battery Park 
walk at the east end of the sea wall, and 
just west of the buat basin, on condition 
that the Government repair the stone sea 
wall, which was sadly in need of repair 
at that point. This was agreed upon and 
Eeveral thousand dollars were appropri- 
ated to make the repairs. The workmen 
are now rebuilding the stone wail fre- 
baraicry to building the temporary struct- 
ure. . 


A frame building will be erected, and

Will Be a Handsome Building.

Ellis Island ferryboat and dorks for the 
revenue cutters and other craft belong'ng 
to the Government. The racks for the 
ferryboat will extend 179 feet into the 
river, and on either side will be the slips 
for the revenue and immigration cutters. 

The Government architects here are now 
at work laving out the interior arrange- 
ment and planning the decorations. Al- 
most the entire first flodr will be used 
for the reception of incoming aliens and 
handling their baggage. 

Throvgh the centre of the _ bullding, 
from the street side to the ferry slip, 
there will be a wide nassage way. To 
the left of this will be located a large 
waiting room, with an inclosure for those 
who are waiting to go on railroad trains. 
There will be also supply rooms for the 
cutter service and the store rooms. On the 
right will be the quarters for the Immi- 
gratioe boarding officers and the rooms 
of the*Marine Hospital surgeons. 

On the unper floor will be the Customs 
boarding devartrent, the offices of the 
cutter service, the rooms for the Customs 
Inspectors, the Deputy Surveyors in 
charze of basgage examination, record 
rooms, headauarters of the Appraiser'’s 
examiners, and other administration of- 
‘ices. It is also proposed to have the 
central office of Loeb’s marine police 
there. The tower will be used by the 
weather bureau, and perhaps by the Sig- 
nal Corps. 


To Relieve Crowded Custom House. 


As the new Custom House Is overcrowd- 
ed, it is proposed to move some of the de- 
partments to the new building. The of- 
fices of the Steamboat Inspection Service 
and the Shipping Commissioner are to 
occupy suites in the new Barge Office. 

On the space partly used as a waiting 
house for Governors Island ferry, where 
stood the old Ship News Office, it is pro- 
posed to put up a large ferry house for 
the army, a store room, and repair shop 
for the revenue cutters, and a boiler room. 
This, however, has not been determined as 
yet. The new building will include every 
device for comfort and safety found in 
the large office buildings. Elevators will 
run up into the tower. The decorations 
are to be on an elaborate scale, and in 
accord with the general style of the 
building. 

The plot of ground on which stands 
the present Barge Office is the only bit 
of water front owned by the Government 
in Manhattan. The first Barze Office was 
located upon a strip of land formed by 
the juncture of the river and two inlets, 
one running up Broad Street and the 
other up Whitehali Street. After the war 
of 1812 the Barge Office was moved to 
the foot of Whitehall Street. 

The establishment of the present Barge 
Office was authorized by Congress in 
March, 1876. The land was bought in 
April of that year from the city for $10,- 
000. Some time after the Government 
bought the short strip extending to the 
foot cf Whitehall Street for $4,000,

CONEY CROWDED ATLAST. | 





300,000 Excursionists. Pour Into the 
Resort—Trains and Trolleys Tied Up. 


The weather made up to Coney Island 
yesterday for the hard-hearted way it 
has been treating her amusement man- 
agers. The aitendance was not less than 
300,000, and the B. R. T. was so swamped 
with passengers .between 3 and 4 o’clock 
that the whole system was tied up for 
forty-five minutes. It was explained that 


something had gone wrong with the ma- 
chinery at the power house. 

Whatever was the matter, the power 
dropped, and then seemed to be cut off 
altogether. Elevated trains and trolley 
ears stopped. The crowds on those within 
a mile or two of Coney Island got off and 
walked.

Answering the request of Father Con- 
don, pastor of the Roman Catholic Church 
of St. John Chrysostom, at Hoe Avenue 
and 167th Street, the mothers of 600 ba- 
bies took them all to a church service 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. Fa- 
ther Condon had issued more than a 
request. The service was for women and 
babies only, and no woman was admitted 
unless she brought at least one with 
her. : 

By 8 o'clock 167th Street In front of the 
church was a tangle of baby carriages, 
guarded by two or three men supplied by 
Father Condon. The church service hay- 
ing been announced as for women and 
babies only, the men kept away. Five 
hundred Bronx babies occupied seats in- 
side the church. They did not all sit on 
the seats they occupied. Some of them 
stood on them. Others lay on- them. But 
they held the seats, nevertheless. 

There was about one mother to every 
three babies, and perhaps so much in- 
fantile finery had never before been seen 
at one time at a Bronx gathering. For 
though it was a religious service, each 
mother felt that family pride must see 
to it that her babies were as nicely 
dressed, if not just a little better, than 
anybody else’s. 

At 8:30 o’elock, when the service was 
scheduled to begin, the church was filled. 
The choir, accompanied by a powerful 
organ, started in to do its best, but all 
the singing and all the deep organ notes 
were submerged in the more practiced 
voices of some 500 babies, who felt it in- 
cumbent on them to uphold the reputa- 
tion of their class. They did not cry in 
pain, but for practice and pride. 

When the choir had gone through with 
its programme Father Condon walked 
firmly out in front of the altar, He tried 
to keep a straight face, but a smile broke 
out. That made the mothers laugh aloud. 
Outraged by what might have seemed a 
mock at them, all the babies joined in 

‘More power to you!” cried Father 
Condon. 

Somewhat mollified by this, the tempest 
of infant voices softened to a- gentle 
breeze, so that Father Condon could be 
heard by the mothers in the first two or 
three rows of tne church. 

‘“You show your allegiance to the Lord 
by thus showing that you realize the 
full duties of motherhood," said the pas- 
tor. “I shall now say a prayer for the 
children.”’ 

He began rapidly reading in Latin from 
a book. Excited to competition by this 
strange language, a little girl baby in the 
rear of the church accomplished a piece 
of vocal virtuosity that deserved better 
recognition than it got. In a voice that 
partook of the nature of a_ frightened 
panther and a raging Hon, she ran the

up and down. across and hack, 
hither and yon, and then threw in all the

“A blessing for the sick children here,” 

Father Condon was heard to say. and 
again he read with swiftness in Latin. 
As if to show that they were not sick, 
but in the possession of tremendous 
strentgh, some 500 babies got up on the 
benches and doubtless sald tn their lan- 
guage that they were quite well, thank 
you. 
“A blessing for the mothers,” Father 
Condon announced, There was no par- 
ticular objection to that on thepart of 
the houre. 

“Now,” said Father Condon, “In order 
that we may get the blessing of the Pope 
we must get the attention of the Pope. 
We will pray. and then I wi!l pass among 
you and sprinkle you with the holy 
woter,.”’ 

The prayer went along very well in- 
deed, but when Father Condon began 
walkin through the alsles sprinkling 
drops of water on everybody. the tea 
work of the babies in expressing them- 
selves, no one knows whether in appro- 
bation or otherwise. was simply great. 

At this point a newspaper photosrapne: 

ot in front of the altar, holding aloft 
Fis flashlight pan. Though Father Con- 
don was not yet done with the sprinkling, 
there was a rush of the mothers toward 
the front of the church. where they might 
get their children in the picture. 

“Boom,” sounded the truly dull thud 
of the flashlight. accompanied by its 
blinding flare of Hght. Things now 
seemed to be warming up. evidently to 
the satisfaction of the 00 babies, who 
whooped with a hearty spontaneity that 
must have been gratifying to the photog- 
rapher. 

Once again he prepared to shoot. More 
mothers rushed to the front. Again the 
powder boomed, and again the hy) shout- 
ed. in effect, ‘‘ Let her go, Bill!” 

The choir was seen to crowd around the 
organ in the rear of the church. -The 
handsome young organist was seen to 
run her fingers across the board, The 
choir was seen to open its multiform 
mouth, but the song floated away almost 
unheard into space, where no doubt H 
fell in with the music of the spheres. 

“Tt was a good meeting.” said Father 
Condon. ‘T like it. It will get the no- 
tion out of the mothers’ heads that thev 
mist always leave their babies behind 
when thev come to this church or else 


stay behind themselves.”’

FIRST VICTIM OF CIVIL WAR. 


Body of C. A. Taylor, Killed in Bailtl- 
more Riot, Found at Last. 


BALTIMORE, June 19.—After a search 
covering many years, the resting place 
of the bones of Charles A. Taylor, a 
sol®@er of the Sixth Massachusetts Regi- 
inent, reputed to have been the first 
killed in the civil war, has been definitely 
located, and on Tuesday the remains will 
be sent to Binghamton. N. Y.. to be later 
taken te Lowell, Mass., and interred be- 
neath the monument erected to the mem- 
ory of Taylor and the three others who 
fell. with him during the riot which 
marked the passage of their regiment 
along Pratt Street, this city, on April 19, 
1861. © 

After the riot Taylor’s body was com- 
pletely lost track of by his friends. A 
monument having been erected in Boston 
to his memory and that of the others 
who were killéd at the time, repeated ef- 
forts were made py Col. Edward F. Jones 
now of Birmingham, who was in command 
of the regiment when the riot occurred, 
to find Taylor's burial place. 

Some time ago, as a last resort, adver- 
tisements were inserted in local papers, 
one of which was seen by Samuel F. 
Glenn of this city, who pointed out Tay- 
lor’s grave in the old Methodist Cemetery 
at Fayette Street and Loney’s Lane, this 
city. A board at the head of the grave 
bears the time-dimmed inscription: “A 
soldier of the Sixth Massachusetts Regi- 
ment killed in riot.’’ e 

This inscription is considered ample 
identification, as the bodies of all three 
of the others killed at the time have long 


since ben identified and finally interred 
at well. 


SCOUTS SCORN NAVAL AID. 


Col. Corneil Fears Auxiliary Formed as 
Army and Navy Club Is Frivolous. 


The naval members of the Army and 
Navy Club have organized what they 
call a ‘** Naval Reserve of Boy Scouts,” 
modeled after the organization of Boy 
Scouts of which Col. Peter 8S. Bomus, U. 
S. A., retired, is Commander in Chief, and 


Col. Edward 8S. Cornell is Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 


It was decided that there should be no 
title above that of Chief Bo’sun's Mate in 
the Naval Reserve of Boy Scouts. Capt. 
W. H. Allderdice asked Gen. J. B. Hickey 
to accept the post of Chief Bo’sun’s 
Mate, but the General declined and Capt. 
Allderdice was elected. Gen. Hickey in- 
stead received the title of Chief Yeoman. 

Capt. Julius Ellinger, formerly of the 
navy, became secretary ex-officio. And 
before the organization meeting came to 
an end he was elected to the office of 
“Jack o’ the Dust.”" The title bestowed 
upon Albert Burnstine, formerly of the 
navy, was “Chief Lamp  Trimmer.”’ 
Lieut. Martin of the cavalry was dubbed 
“After Guard Sweeper,’’ and Capt. C. H. 
Brantingham, formerly of the navy, was 
elected ‘‘ Captain of the Foretop.”’ Lieut. 
| Reginald Reynolds of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment, N. G, N. Y., was made ‘Ship's 
Corporal’’; Major T. H. Low of the Ma- 
rine Corps was made ‘Captain of the 
Guard,”’ and Ernest Wilkinson, formerly 
of the navy, was made ‘“ Captain of the 
Hold."" ‘Chose were the charter members 
of the Naval Reserve of Boy Scouts. 

But there were later elections and more 
titles were bestowed. For instance, at 
the first meeting after the organization 
Capt. Tilford of the United States Caval- 
ry, was made ‘‘ Coxswain of the Dingey,”’ 
Lieut. Horace G. Ely of the Twelfth Reg- 
iment was made “ Ship's Goat and Mas- 
cot’’; B. H. Lane, formerly of the navy, 
was appointed ‘‘ Main-mastman’’: Com. 
mander G. R. Evans of thé navy was 
named as ‘ Wireless Operator of the 
Naval Reserve of Boy Scouts”; Capt. 
George Macelroy of the navy was made 
“Second Quartermaster”; M. K. Eyre, 
formerly of the navy, was dubbed ‘‘ Ship’s 
Cook,’’ and Capt. Rhinelander Waldo, the 
Fire Commissioner, was appointed ‘ First- 
Class Fireman.” 

Just after the first regular meeting 
Jack o’ the Dust Ellinger was ordered to 
eall upon Col. Cornell, and notify him 
that the Naval Reserve of Boy Scouts 
stood ready and willing to co-operate in 
any way with the land scouts and awalt- 
ed his orders. 

Col, Cornell and Col. Bomus, according 
to the navy men, did not take kindly to 
the idea. In fact, they say, judging by a 
letter written by Col. Cornell, they were 
inclined to be irritated. 

The letter from Col. Cornell said that 
he had been instructed by Col. Bomus 
to notify the officials of the Naval Re- 
serve of Boy Scouts that the real Boy 
Scout commanders had sent three emis- 
saries to investigate the Naval Reserve 
of Boy Scouts, and that the reports of 
these men showed that the naval men 
were neither in good faith nor were they 
qualified to fill the offices to which they 
had been elected. 

Col. Cornell said in his letter that he 
had received information that Gen. Hick- 
ey was not a sailor, and that the only 
experience he ever had on the water was 
as pilot of a raft in an alkali lake in 
the bad iands of Dakota, 

This letter was decidedly discouraging 
to the officers of the Naval Reserve of 
Boy Scouts. A special aan was called 
to consider it. The more they read it 
the less thev knew just what to do, Some 
of the members suggested that the Naval 
Reserves of Boy Scouts might as well be 
disbanded. But there were others who 
wished to wait and see if something would 
not turn up. 


Jacob A. Riis to Speak on Boy Scouts. 

Jacob A. Riis will lecture next Friday 
fight at the West Side Young Men’s 
Christian Association on “‘ How to Train 
Boy Scouts to be Troop Leaders.’” Mr. 


Riis has become interested In the Boy 
Scout movement in this cou 
being stimulated by the Young Men’s 
Christian Association and Ernest Seow gy 
son Seton, who hopes to have a hand in 
their training. Besides Mr. Riis, Mr. Se- 
ton and others will speak on Friday. A 
week later, at a rally at the same place, 
John L. Alexander and Mr. Seton will 
speak respectively on ‘ The Responsibil- 
ity of the Scout Master” and ‘“ Wood- 
craft.”’

3,000 Persons Enjoy a Classical 
. Open-Air Programme in 
the Mall. 


BIGGER CROWD LIKELY THEN 








Nahan Franko Says the Music ‘Will 
Include the Duet with Jochanaan 
Besides the Dance. 





Some 8,000 persons gathered around the 
band stand at the head of the Mall in 
Central Park yesterday afternoon to hear 
the first concert of the season given by 
Nahan Franko’s orchestra, It is likely 
that there will be double that number 
next Sunday, for Mr. Franko said yester- 
day he will play parts of Richard 
Strauss’s *‘ Salome.’’ 

It will be the first time that this par- 
ticular arrangement of the opera has been 
heard in New York. In fact, save for 
the ‘‘ Dance of the Seven Veils’”’ and a 
short interlude, ‘‘ Salome’ has remained 
sacred—or profane—to the opera stage in 
thi-~ city. 

“The arrangement,” sald Mr. Franko 
yesterday, ‘‘is by a man named Debb, 
and it includes the duet between Salome 
and Jochanaan and the dance, and ends 
with the final scene. The orchestra will 
be largely augmented for this occasion. 
The selection lasts nearly a half hour.” 

Yesterday’s programme did not contain 
any revolutionary music, and the crowd 
seemed to enjoy it, Selections from ‘ La 
Bohéme” were especially pleasing. New 
York, like Paris, has many Mimi Pin- 
scns—young working girls out for ths 
Sunday—and many of these were there 
and heard the music of the 1830 Mimi. 

When the last strain of Musetta’s valse 
died away the audience applauded so 
insistently that Mr. Franko added the 
barearolle from ‘‘Les Contes  d'Hoff- 
mann.’’ The leader drew a special meed 
of applause to himself when he rose, with 
his violin, like Johann Strauss, to con- 
duct and play at the same time Hindel’s 
celebrated Largo. 

The programme also !f{ncluded an or- 
chestral arrangement of a Bach choraie 
and fugue, the overture to ‘‘ Zampa,’ 
three dances from German’s incidental 
music for ‘‘ Nell Gwyn,’’ the overture 
to ‘‘ The Magic Flute,’’ the andante move- 
ment from Beethoven's fifth symphony, 
a fantasie on ‘‘Les Huguenots,”’ Cha- 
brier’s “‘ Rhapsody BEspana,’’ and the 
Hungarian march from Berlioz’s ‘‘ Dam- 
nation de Faust.”’ ; 

The programme commenced with ‘“ The 
Star-Spangled Banner” at 4 o’clock and 
ended about two hours later with ‘‘ Amer- 
ica.” 

All the benches in the open square [n 
front of the band stand were filled, and 
so was the terrace under the pergola 
back of the casino. The bust of Beetho- 
ven, on its high pedestal, looked sternly 
but approvingly down on large masses of 
people who were standing. Through the 
paths at the back mén and women with 
baby carriages and children walked back 
and forth, but making no nolse. Those 
who were seated were as quiet as the 
audience at a symphony concert at Car- 
negie Hall. Only an occasional boy’s 
cry, far away, or the plashing of a fount- 


ain broke the stillness. 

This is the fifth season that Mr. Frank9o 
has conducted concerts in the Park. He 
said yesterday that the amount he gets 
from the city barely covers his ordinary 
expenses. It does not, he said, cover his 
expense in playing special numbers lilg 
the ‘‘Salome’’ selections or of his mu- 
sical library which is at the use of these 
concerts. 

‘Tl am convinced, however,” he said, 
‘by the attitude of these audiences that 
there is a great demand for good music 
from those who are not able to pay for 
it and who would have no opportunity in 
the Summer to hear it anyway. It gives 
me the greatest pleasure to play for such 
appreciative audiences as gather here each 
Sunday.”’ 


FLOGDS CRIPPLE RAILROADS. 


Baltimore & Ohio Branches Tied Up 
by Slides and Washouts. 


CUMBERLAND, Md4., June 19.—Follow- 
ing recent flooding rains, the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad is crippled between 
Cumberland and Connellsville, on the 


Pittsburg Division. The Cumberland and 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which runs 
through the mining region between Cum- 
berland and Piedmont, has abandoned 
trains to-day, while the Romney branch 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is 
completely tied up, and it may“be several 
days before trains can be run over it. 

Last night a mile of track on the Rom- 
ney branch south of Green Springs was 
under water. It is thought that_ the 
damage to the Hampshire Southern Rail- 
road has been greatly added to by the 
renewed floods of last night. 

All the wires are down between Salis- 
bury Junction and Garrett. The Berlin 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio is com- 
pletely tied up by a dozen or more slides 
and washouts. One bridge has been 
washed out on the branch. On the Som- 
erset and Cambria branch trains were 
caught between slides and washouts.

BRIDEGROOM-TO-BEIS 
ARRESTED AS FORGER 


Checks Stolen from Harlem Mail 
Boxes in the Pocket of Miss 
Fullam’s Fiance. 








WEDDING SET FOR SUNDAY 





Detectives Find the License with the 
Stolen Checks—She Thought Him 
a Prosperous Master Plumber. 





Complaints about thefts of letters, 
many containing checks that afterward 
turned up, set Detectives Upton and 
Allen to watching Harlem mail boxes re- 
cently. Last night they arrested William 
Murphy, a young plumber, of 233 West 
129th Street, at Lenox Avenue and 127th 
Street. He was charged with forgery, 
and it is believed that he has done at 
least part of the mail-box robbing. 

In his pocket the detectives found a 
marriage license, dated June 3, 1910, I!s- 
sued to W. J. M. Murphy and Grace ©. 
Fullam of 75 West 127th Street. Edward 
J. Fullam, President of the Fullam Con- 
struction Company, with offices at 103 
Park Avenue, lives at 75 West 127th 
Street. It was his daughter whom the 
prisoner was to have married. 


On the way to the Harlem Detective 
Bureau the detectives saw young Mur- 
phy stick something under his shirt. A 
search revealed an envelope containing 
a check for $613. It was dated a 15, 
1910, and was destined for Felippe Girand 
of 238 West Eleventh Street. It had been 
sent to him by the International Pack- 
ing Machine Company, 

Asked where he had got the check, 
Murphy said that William Dubois of 108th 
Street had given it to him. The detect- 
ives found William Dubois, a driver, at 
127 East 108th Street, who said that he 
and his wife had seen Murphy forge an 
indorsement to the check. 

The prisoner was held on the charge of 
forgery in connection with two other 
vhecks. One-of these, dated April 23, 
1910, for $25, had been made out to Wal- 
ter Steinbrecher of 244 West 140th Street. 
It was drawn on the National City Bank. 

The other check was drawn on the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, dated April 
14, 1910 and was for $11.62. The pris- 
oner, it was alleged, forged the indorse- 
ment of Susan Steinbrecher, Walter Stein- 
brecher’s wife, to whom the check had 
been made out. 

Though her father had discovered the 
character of young Murphy last Thurs- 
day, Miss Fullam did not find out the 
charges held against him until last night. 
She was prostrated, and a physician had 
to be called in to attend her, Their mar- 
riage was to have taken place next Sun- 
day at All Saints Church, Madison Ave- 
nue and 127th Street. Mr. Fullam suc- 
ceeded in preventing the announcement 
there yesterday morning. 

At his home, 75 West 127th Street, last 
night Mr. Fullam said he had tried hard 
to keep his daughter’s engagement to 
Murphy a secret, but since it had got 
out he desired that the truth should be 
known about it. 

‘About a year ago my daughter met 
voung Murphy at some social affair,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ He was introduced to her by good 
neople. It appeared from what he said 
and from his cards and billheads that he 
was a boss plumber at 67 East Broadway. 
I don’t know whether to believe now that 
he had any business at all. 

“He was a very agreeable young man, 
and I took a liking to him. He came 
twice a week to the house, and finally 
the engagement was announced. Last 
Thursday a friend told me that Murphy 
had been expelled from the Knights of 
Columbus, and was wanted for forgery. 
I confirmed that at the Harlem Detec- 
tive Bureau, and started in to cut off the 
éngagement.
